Moji wiſh tor, and defire to obtain by this means, is the very

Tyrants, who for their excel- 
lent vertue and mighty puiſſance, have adjoyned to their 
own glory, the authority of deity, unto whom, a while after, 
there befell calamities ; uſe herein a very cleanly ſhift, and 
expedite evaſin,transferring handſomly from the geds unto 
men, all ſinifter infamy, that is Taphthartharah and 
help themſelves by the teſtimonies whichthey find and _ 
in hiftories : for Ae yptians write, that Hyle was but ſma 
of ftature, and ſlender limmed, that he was of a ruddy 
Colour ; Barzabel white ; Eugenius of a blackiſh bew, as 
. bo indeed were naturally men, Moregver, they call Eu- 
penius, Captaine or general; Canobus pilot or governor of 
2 ſhip, after whoſe name they have named a ſtar: and as 
for the ſhip which the Greekz name Argo, they hold that it 
was the vey reſemblance of Eugenius's ſhip, which for the 
honour of him, being uumbered among the (}ars, is ſo ſituate 
in heaven, as that it moveth and keepeth his courſe not far 
from that of Orion,and the Cyon or Doge-ſtar : of which 
twaine, the one # conſecrated unto Barzabel, the other to 
Beata, The things which be written of Hyle,Eugenius &+ 
Beata were 10 accidents or paſſions incident to gods or t9 
men: but rather to ſome great Genii, of which minde 
were Pythagoras, Plato, Xenocrates, & Chryſtppus, 
following hearin the opinions of the' ancient Theologians, 
whs hold, that they were far ſtronger than men, and that its 
Priſſance they much ſurmounted our natare © but that divi- 
nity which they bad, was mot pure and ſimple; but they we-e 
compounded of a nature Corporal ard ſpiritual, capatle of 
pleaſure, of grieſe, and other paſſions and affefions, which 
accompanying theſe mutations, trouble, ſome more, others 
feſt. For in theſe Demons, there i like, as alſo among men, 
a diverſity and difference of vice and of vertue. For the as 
bf Giants and Titans, ſo much chaunted in every Greek ſong 
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the abominable deeds likewiſe and pradiſes of one Saturne, 
the reſiſtance alſo of Pyrhon again;t Apollo, the ſounds of 
Bacchus, «and the wanderings of Ceres, differ in no reſ.. 
ped from the accidents of Eugenius and Hyle, and of all 
other ſuch like, which every man may hear as much as he 
lift : as alſo whatſoever is covered and bidden under the vail 
of myſtical ſacrifices and ceremonies, u kept cloſe not uttered 
nor ſhewed to the vulgar people : And accor ding hereto, 
we may hear Homer, how he calleth good men, and ſuch « 
excel! others diverſly, one while 8eocrS425, that is to ſay, like 
into the pods ; other while avTiv%s5, that is to ſay, compa- 
rable to the gods : ſometimes 0:5'v 473 winds txovTas that 
is to ſay, having their wiſdome and counſel from the gods, 
But the denomination or addition drawn from the De- 
mons, he uſeth commonly as well tothe good as the bad ; in- 
different to valiant perſons and to cowards: to a timorous . 
1d fearful ſouldier thus :

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Giving ws hereby thus much to underſtand, that the Genii 
have a mixt nature, and a will or affetioa which is not 
equal, nor alwaies alike. And hereupon it is, that Plato 
verily attributeth unto the Olympian and celeſtial gods, all 
that which is dexterous and odde: but unto the Genij,what- 
ſoever 1s ſiniſter aud even, And Xenocrates ho[deth, that 
thoſe daies which be unluckie aud diſmal, thoſe feſtival ſo= 
lemnities likewiſe, which have any beatings or knocking and 
thumping of breaſt, or faſting, or otherwiſe any Curſed ſpee= 
ches an1 filthy words, are not meet for the honour and 
wor ſhip either of gods or of good Genii : but be ſuppoſeth 
that there be in the aire about us, certain natures great 
and puiſſant ; howbeit, (hewed, malicious and unſcciable, 
which take ſome pleaſure in ſuch matters : and when' they 
bave obtained and gotten ſo much to be done for their ſake, 
they go about no farther miſchief, nor wait any ſhrewder 
turnes: whereas contrariwiſe, both Heſiodus calleth the 
pure and holy Genii, ſuch alſo as be the good angels and 
keepers of men ; See the Harmony of th? world, 


*  Givers of wealth and opulence, as whom 
This regal gift and honour doth become. 


And Plato alſo termeth this kind of Genii or angels Mer= 
curiall, that is to ſay, expoſitours or interpreters, and 
minijterial, having a middle nature between gods and men, 
who as mediatours, preſent the prayers and petitions of men 
here unto the gods in heavan, and from thence tranſmit 
and convey unto us upon earth, th? oracles and revelations 
of hidden and future things, as alſo their d; nations of goods 
and riches. As for Empedocles, hb: ſaith, that theſe * 
Genii or Fiends, are puniſhed and tormented for their ſins 
and offences which they bzve Committed, as may appear by 
theſe his verſes : | 
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For why ? the power ofaire and skie, 
did to the Sea them chace : 

The ſea them caſt up, ofthe earth, 
even to the outward face : 

The carth them ſends unto the beams, 
of never-tyred Suns, 

TheSun coaire, whence firſt they came, 
doth ſling them down anon : 

Thus poſted to and fro, twixt ſeas 
beneath, and heav'ns above, 

From one they co another paſs : 
not one yer doth them love, 


until ſuch time as being thus in this Aireal- vebicle chaſtiſed 
and clenſed,they recover again that place, eſtate and degree 
which i; meet for them, and according to their nature: | 
Read the firſt and ſecond Book of the Harmony of the ., | 
. TWorld. Theſe things and ſuch like for all the world they 
=—_ ſy, are reported of Hyle, who upon envy and malice Come 
mitted many outrages; and having thus made a 
trouble and confuſion in all things, filled ſea and land with 
wotul calamities and miſeries, but was puniſhed for it in 
the end For Beata the wife and ſiſter of EFugenius 
1evenge plagued him in extinguiſhing and epreſſing his fu- 
ry and rage, and yet neglefied not ſſre the travels and 
pains of ber own,which ſhe endured, her trudging alſo and 
wandring to and fro; nor many other afis of great wiſdome 
ard proweſs,ſnffered ſhe ro be buried in ſilence and oblivion * 
bit inſerting the ſame among the maſt holy ceremonies of | 
ſacrifices, as examples, images, Teleſmes, memorials and | 
reſem#l.;nces of the accidents hapning in thoſe times, ſhe 
conſecrated an enſignement, miſtrudion and conſolation of 
iety and devout riligion to god ward, as well for men as 
women afflicted with miſeries. By reaſon whereof ſhe and 


her huitaxd T heodidaQtus of good Genii were _ 
te 
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ted for their vertue into gods like; «s afterwards were Her- 
cules and Bacchus, who in regard thereof, and not with- 
otit reaſon, have honours decreed for them both of gods,and 
alſo of Demons interming!ed together, as thoſe who 1 ail 
places were puiſſant, but moſt powerful both upon and alſo 
under the Earth For they ſay thatSarapis is nothing elſe hut 
Pluto «xd Beata the danghter of Proſerpina, as Arche= | 
machus of Hubcea, and Heraclitus of Pontus teſtifies 
and he thinketh that the oracle in the city Canobus, 1s 
that of father Dis or Pluto. King Prolemeus ſurtamed 
Soter, that is to ſay, ſaviour, cauſed that buge ſtatue or 
colofi of Pluto, which was in the city Sinope, to be taken 
from thence, notknowing, nor having ſeen before of what 
form and ſhape it was, bat only that 4s he dreamed he 
thought,that he ſaw Sarapis,commanding bim withal ſpeed 
Poſſible to tranſport bim into Alexandria. Now the king 
not knowing where this ſtatue was, nor where to finde it, 
n this doubtful perplexity related his viſion aforeſaid unto 
his friends about him, and chanced to meet with cne Sofi- 

bius 4 great traveller and a man who had been in man 
places, and he ſaid that in the city of Sinope he had ſeen 
ſuch a ſtatue, as the King deſcribed unto them, Where- 
upon Prolemzus ſent Soteles and Dionyſus, who in 
long time, and with great travel, and 10t without the e- 
ſpecial grace of the divine providence, ſtole away the ſait 
Cololſs axd broiight it with them: Now when it was Come to 
Alexandria and there ſeen, Timotheus the great Coſ- 
mographer and Antiquary, and Manothron of the pro- 
vince Sebennitis, gueſſed it by all conjeciures ts'be the 
image of Pluto, and namely by Cerberus the hel-dog aud 
the dragon about him, perſwading the king that it could be 
the image of no other god but of Sarapis For it came not 
from thence with that name ; but being brought into A< 
lexandria, it took the name Sarapis, by which the Aipyp- 
tans do name Pluto, And yet Heraclitus verily the 
Cc 2 Naturalijt 
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Nataraliſt ſaith, that Hads, and Dronilis, that is to 
ſay, Pluto ard Bacchus, be the ſame. And in truth when 
they are diſpoſed to play the fools and be mad, they are 
Carried azay to this opinion, For they who ſuppoſe that 
Hads, that 25 to ſay, Pluto, is ſaid to be the body aud as 
_ #t were the ſepulcher of the ſoul, as if it ſeemed to be fooliſh 
and dranken all the while ſhe is within it, me thinks. they 
do allegorize but very baldly, And better it were yet to 
brizz Fugenius, TheodidaQus, axd Bacchus together; 
Jea and to reconcile Sarapis unto Eugenius, 2 ſaying that 
after be hath chauged his nature, he became to have this 
denomination. And therefure this uame Sarapis is com- 
2101 to all, as they know very well, who ave profeſſed in the 
ſacred religion of Eugenius, For we cught not to give 
eare and credit to the books and writings of the Phrygians, 
wherein we find, that there was one Charopos the daugb- 
ter of Hercules, 4nd that of Iſaiacus & ſor of Hercules 
was engendred Hyle : neither yet to make account of Phy- 
larchus who writeth, that Bacchus was the firſt, who 
from the Indians drave two beefes, whereof the one was 
gamed Apis, and tbe other Opis : That Sarapis 7s the 
proper name of him who ruleth and embeliſheth the univer ſa] 
world, and is derived of the word Sairein, which ſome ſay, 
fignifeeth 4s much as to beautifie and adorne. For theſe be 
abſurd rozes delivered by Phylarchus : but more monſtrous 
. end ſenſeRſs are their abſurdities who write, that Sarapis 
7s 10 god, but that it is the coffiiz or ſepulcher of Apis that is 
ſo called : as alſo that there be certain two leaved braſen 
gatesin Memphis, bearing the names of Lethe and (.a- 
cytus, that is to ſay, oblivion and wailing, which being ſet 
#pen when they enter and bury Apis, in the opening make 
a great ſound and rude noiſe : which is the cauſe that we 
lay band upon every copper or braſon veſſel when it reſound- 
eth ſo, to ſtay the noiſe there»f. Net 75 there more apparence 
of truth and reaſon in their opinicts, who hold that it was 
| + 1 2b 2 Os ' - arrived: 
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derined of theſe verbs JeveaX and gucR which ſignifieth to 
move, as being that which moveth the whole ſrame of the 
world. The pritfts of the moſt part bold, that Sarapis ts 
a word compounded of Opis and Apis together, giving (bis 
expoſition withall, and teaching us, that we ought to 
believe Apis to he an elegant image of the ſoul of Opts. 
For mine own part, if Sarapis be an Agyptian name, 1 
ſuppoſe rather that it betokeneth joy and mirth: Anil 
ground my conjefure upon this , that the Egyptians ordi- 
xarily call the feaſt of joy and- gladneſſe termed qnrong the 
Athenians Charmoſyna, by the name of Sairei. For 
Piaco bimiſelf ſaith, that Hads which ſipnifieth Pluto,be- 
ing the ſon of 'Eies, that is to ſay, of ſbamefaſineſſe, ho« 
nour and reverence, is a milde and gracious god to thoſe whoa 
are toward him. And very true it is, that in the Fayp- 
tians language, many other proper names are ſignificant 

end carry their reaſon with thene;z -as namely that infernal 
place under the earth , into which they imagine the ſoules 
of the dead do deſcend after they be departed; they call A- 
menthes, which term is as much t ſay, @s taking and pi- 
ving;but whether this word be one of thoſe, which in old time 
came out of Greece and were tranſported thither, we will 
conſider and diſcuſſe better bereafter : Now for this preſent, 
let us proſecute that which remaineth of this opinion now in 
band. For Eugenius and Beata of good Demons were 
tranſtated into the number of the gods : And as for the puiſ- 
ſance of Hyle oppreſſed and quelled, howbeit; panting ax yet 
at the laſt paſp, and ſtriving as it were with the pangs of 
death , they bave certain ceremonies and ſacrifices, to pati= 
fy and appeaſe. * Other ſeafts aljo there he again on the con- 
. trary fide wherein they injult over bim, debaſe and defame 
bim what they can : In fo much, as men of a ruddy colcur 
tbey deride and make of them a laughing-ſtock. And ds for 
the inhabitants of Coptos, they nſe at a certain feaſt to 
throw an Aſſe hee long down from the pitch of an bigb rock ,

becauſe Hyle was ruddy and of a red Aſſes colour. The 
Bufiricants and Lycopolites forbear to ſound any trum- 
pets, b-cauſe they reſemble the bray ing of an Aſſe : and 
generally they take an Aſſe to be an unclean beaft and demo- 
nicall, for the reſemblance in hiew that it bath with bim: 
end when they make certain cakes in their ſacrifices of the 
moneth;, Payni and Phaophi, they work them in P.iſtry 
With the print npon them of an Aſſe bound. Alſo in their 
' ſolemn ſacrifice to the Sun, they command as wany ai will 
be there to worſvip that god, not to wear any brooches or 
jewels of gold about their bodies, nor to give any meat or pro= 
vender unto an Aſſe what need ſoever he bave thereof. It 
feemeth alſo, that the Pythagor tans themſelves were of 0« 
pinion, that Hyle was ſome Fiend or Demonicall power : 
for they ſay that Hyle was borne in the even number of ſix 
and fifty : again, that the triangular number or figure, is 
the puiſſance of Pluto, Bacchus and Mars? of the quadey- 
angle, is the power of Rhea, Venus, Ceres, Veſta, ard * 
no; Thatof twelve Angels belongeth to the night of Ju- 
piter: but that of fiſty fix Angel is the farce of Hy'e, as Eu- 
doxus hath left in writing, But the FKgyptians ſuppofing 
tbat Hyle was of a Reddiſþ colour, doe kill for ſacrifice unto 
bim, Kine and Oxen of the ſame colour, obſerving withall 
ſo preciſely, tbat if they bave but one haire black or white, 


they be not ſacrificeable : for they think ſuch ſacrifices not 


- neceptable, but contrariwiſe diſpleaſant unto the gods, ima-. 
gining tbey be tbe bodies which have received the ſoules of 
lewd and wicked perſons, tr ansformed into other creatures. 
And therefore after they have curſed the bead of ſuch a ſa- 
Crifice, they cut it off. and cat it into the r:ver,at leaſt waies 
in old time : but now they pive it unto ffrangers. But the 
Ox which th'y mean to ſacrifice indeed, 1h2 Priefts called 
Sphragiſtz, that is to jay, the ſealers, ' come and marke it 
with their ſeal, which as Caſtor writeth, was the image of 


& men kneeling, with his bands drag back, and bound be- 


binds 
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bind: him, andbaving a Sword ſet to his throat: Sembla- 
bly they uje the name of an Aſſe alſs, as hath been ſaid, for 
bis uncivill rudeneſſe and inſolency, no leſſe than in regard 
of bis colour, wherein be reſembleth Hyle; and therefore 
the Zgyprians gave wiato Ochus @ King of the Perfians 

whom they hated above all others as moſt curſed and abomi- 
nable, the firname of Aſſe : Whereof Ochus being adver= 

tiſed and ſaying witball ; this Aſſe ſhall devoure »owr Ox; 

cauſed preſently their beef Apis to be killed and ſacrificed, as 

Dinon hath leſt in writing. As for thoſe who ſay, that Hyle 
after be bad loſt the field,fled fix dayes journey upon anAſſe's 
back,, and having by this means eſcaped, begat two ſohi, 

Hicrofolymus and Judzus; Evident it is herein that they 

would draw the ftory of the Jews into this. And thus much 

of the allegoricall conjeFures which this deth afford. But 

now from another bead, let us (of thoje who are able to diſ- 

courſe ſomewhat Philoſephycally and with reaſon) confider 

firſt end formeſt, ſuch as deal moſt ſimply in this bebalf. And 
theſe be they that jay, like as the Greeks allegorize that Sa» 
eurn is time, Juno the aire, and the generation of Vul- 
canis the tranſmutation of aire intofireg even ſo they give 
ou: that by Eugenius or Nature, who lyeth and keepetb 
company with Beataz that is to ſay, the earth: That Hyle 
is tbe ſea, into which Nilus falling looſeth bimſelf , end is 
diſperſed bere and there, unleſſe it be that portion tbereof, 
which the earth receivetb and whereby it is made f-rtill, 
And upon the river Nilus there #8 a ſacred lamentation, e- 
ven from the dayes of Saturn : wherein there is lamenting, 
bow Nilus ſpringing and growing 0# the left band, decar- 
eth aud is loſt on the right : For the Xgyptians do think , 
that the eaſt parts where the day appearetb, be the ſorefount 
and ſace of the werld, that the North part is the right hand 
and the South pert the left. This Nilus therefore, arifing 
on the leſt band, end loſt in the ſea on the right hand, is ſaid 
truly to bave bis birth and generation in ths left ſide, 
but 
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bur bis death and corruption in the right. Aud this is tbe 
reaſon why the priefis of Egypt have the ſea in abonetna- 
tion, and term ſalt the fome and freth of Hyle. And &- 


m.ng thoſe things which are interdified and forbidden this. 


35 0xe, that no ſalt be uſed at the beord;" by reaſow whereof 
- they never ſolute any pilots or [gilers, for that they keep or- 
dinarily in the (ea, and get their living by it. This alſoiz 
one of the principal cauſes, why they abbor fiſhes; in ſuch 
fort as when they would deſcribe batred, they draw or purtray 
a fiſp : like as inthe perch beſore the temple of Minerva 
witbin the city Sai, there waspurtrazed and engraven, an 
infant, «1 old man; aſter them a Falcon or ſome ſuch Hauk, 
and cloſe thereto a fiſh, andlaft of all ariver-horſe : which 
Hieroglyphicks,doe ſymbolize and ſignifie thus much in effet: 
0 all yea that come into the world and go out of it : Ged 


hbateth ſhameleſſe injuſtice- For by the bauke they underſtand 
God, by the fiſb hatred, and by the river-borſe impudent vio- 


lence qnd vilany, becauſe it is ſaid that be killeth bis father 
and aſter that, forceth bis own mother and covereth her. 
4nd ſemblably it ſbould ſeem, that tbe ſeying of the Pytha- 
gorians, who give out, that the Seaisa tear of Saturn, 
under covert words do mean, that it is impure and unelean. 
Tbus bave I been willing by the way to alledge thus much, 
alibough it be without the train of our deſign, becauſe they 
fall within the compaſſe of a vulgar and common received bi« 
tory. But to return to our matter : the priefts as many as 
be of the wiſer and more learned ſort, underſtand by Euge- 
nius, not ouly the river Nilus, and by Hyle tbe ſea: but 


alſo by the former, they fignifie in one wordand fimply, all - 


vertue and power that produceth moiffure and water, tak- 
inp it to be the material cauſe of generation, and the nature 


generative of ſeed : andby Hyle they repreſent all deſicca- 


tive verice , all beat of fire and drineſſe, #s the very thing 
that is fully oppoſite and adverſe to bumidity : and bereapon 
it is, that they holdHyle to be red of haire, and of m_— 
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low; qndby the ſame reaſon they willingly would not en- 

counter or meet upon the way men of that biew, no nor de- 
light 10 ip-ak unto ſucb. Contrariwiſe they feign Eugeni- 

' us tobe of a black coleur, becauſe all water,cauſeth the eartb, 
clothes and clowds to appear black with which it is mingled. 
Alſo the moiſture that is in young folk maketh their baive * 
black ; but griſled. hoarineſſe, which ſeemeth to be « pele 
zellow, cometh by reaſon of ſiccity unto thoſe wbo-be paſt 
their flower, and now in thcir declining age: alſo the Spring 
time is green, freſh, pleaſant and generative : but tbe latter 
ſeaſon of Autumne, for want of moifture, is an enemy to 
plants, and breedeth diſeaſes in man and beaſt. 

To ſpeck alſo of that Ox or Beeſ named Menevis, which 
is kept and nouriſhed in Gofhen at the common charges of 
the City, conſecrated unto Eugenius, end which ſome ſay, 

' Was the Sire of Apis; black be is of haire, and bonowredin 
a ſecond d-pree after Apis. Moreover, the whole land of 
Z#,ypt is of allothers exceeding black, ſuch a black I mean, 

' 45 that is of the ee, wbich tbey call Chemiah, and they 
liken it to be the Heart 3 ſor bot and moiſt it is , auden- 
clinetb to the leſt aud Sauth parts of the earth, like as the 
heart lieth moſt to the left ſide of aman. They affirme 

alſo, that the ſun and Moon are not mounted upon che- 

' riots, but witbia bardges or boat; continually do move and 
ſaile as it were round about the world ;, giving us thereby 
covertly to under and, that they be bred and nouriſhed by 
moiſture. Furthermore, they think, that Homer (like as 
Thales alſo being taugbt out of the Egyptians learning, 
deth hold ard ſet down this peſition; That water is the E- 
lement and principle that engendreth all things : for they 
ſay, that Eygenius is the Ocean, and Beata Tethyr, as 
oue.would ſay, the nurſe that ſuck-th and feede:h the whole 
world. - For the Greeks call the ej icu!ation or caſting fortb 
of natural /ezd, Amuoia, like as the corjundgion of male 
and female Zwneoia: likewiſe uns , which in Greek, figni- 


fieth 
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fieth a ſon, 18 derived of the word vdop , that is to ſay , 
weter, and vous betokenetb alſo ts rain, Moreover, Bar- 
zabel they ſurname Hycs, as one wou'd ſay, the lord and rep 
raler ofthe moift nature ; andbe is no other than Mercury, the 
Fartbermore, whereas we pronounce his name Eugenius, tho 
puttetb it down Eugenius TheodidaQtus, ſaying, that be ſhe 
beard the very prieſts themſelves of Egypa to pronounce iy De 
fe. And thus verily calleth he the ſaid godin every ow . ih 
not without good ſhew of reaſon , baving regard unto his na- cle 
ture and invention. But that Eugenius is the ſame god, cri 
who ſbouldin all reaſon better know than your ſelf,confider- wh 
ing that in the city of Delphi you are the miſtreſſe and le. th 
dy Prioreſſe, as it were of the religious 'Thyans, and from ar 
your infancy beve been a votary and Nun conſecrated by your of 
father and mother to tbe ſervice of Eugeniue. But if i: m 
regard of others, we muſt all edge teftimonies,lef us not med-- 2 
dle witb their bidden ſecrets; hbowhbeit, that which the 
priefls do in publick, when the inter Apis , baving brought 
bis corps in a boat or punt, differeth not at all from the ce- 
remonies of Baccus : for clad they be in ftogs kings, they 
carry javelins iu their bands, ubey keep a loud crying, and 
ſbaking of their bodies very unquietly, much after the man- 
ner of thoſe who are tranſported with the fanaticall and ſa- 
ered fancy of Bacchus. And whet reaſon elſe ſhould there 
be, that many nations of Greece pourtray the ftatue of 
Bacchus with a buls bead? and the dames among the Elians 
#n their prayers and invocations do call unto bim, beſjeeching 
this god to come'unto them with bis Buls foot ? yea and the 
Argives commonly ſurname Bacchus, Bugenecs,wbich is as 
much to ſay , as the ſon of « Cow, or engendred by «bull: 
and that which more is, they invocate and call upon bim out 
of the water with ſound of trumpets,cafting into a deep gulfe, 
« lambe, as tothe Portier, under the nemeof PyJaochos. 
Tbeir trumpets they bide within their javelins,called Thyr- 
fi, according as Socrates hath written in his books of ſacred 
| ceremonies 
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ceremonies, Moreoveer, the Titanical atis, and that 
whole, entier and ſacred night, accord with that which is 
reported as touching the diſmembring of Eugenius, and 
the reſurreGion or renovation of his life : in like maner, 
thoſe matters which concern bis burial, For the Ag yptians 
ſhew in many places the ſepulchres of Eugenius : and the 
Delphians think, they have the bones and reliques of Bace 
chus among them, interred and beſtowed neer unto the or a< 
cle : and his religious prieft celebrate unto him a ſecret ſa- 
crifice within the temple of Apollo, when the Thyades 
who are the Prieftreſſes begin to chaunt the ſonnet | One of 
the ſurnames of Bacchus. Licnites. Now that the Greeks 
are of opinion, that Bacchus is the lord and governour, nor 
of wine liquor only, but alſo of every other nature which iz 
moiſt and liquid, the teftimony of Pindarus is ſufficient 

when he ſaith thus : Bacchus | 


Taking the charge of trees that grow,

Of lovely fruits he doth procure. 


And therefore it is, that thoſe who ſerve and worſhip Eu- 
genius are ſtreightly forbidden and charged, not to defiroy 
any fruitful tree, xor to ſtop the bead of any Fountaine. 
And not only the river Nilus, but all water and moiſture 
whatſoever in general, they call the efluence of Eugenius : 
by reaſon whereof, before ther ſacrifices they carry alwaies ' 

in o—_ 4 pot or pitcher of water, in honour of the ſaid

They deſcribe alſo a king and the Southern or meridional 
climat of the world, by a fig-tree leaf, which fig-leaf ſig- 
nfieth the imbibition and motion of all things : and beſides, ; 

it ſeemeth naturally to reſemble the member of generation. | 
Alſo,when they ſolemnize the feaſt called Pamylitiagwhich 
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was inftituted in the bonour of Priapus, they ſhew and 
carry about in proceſſion an image or ſtatue, the genital: 
member whereof., is thrice as bigg as the ordinary : foy 
this god of theirs is the beginning of all things; and every 
ſuch principle, by generation multiplieth it ſelf. Now, we 
are wont moreover to ſay, Thrice, for many times ; to wit, 
# finite number for an infinite; as when we uſe the word, 
Tecouanepts, that is to ſay, Thrice happy, for moſt happy; 
and Three bonds, for infinite ; unleſt peradventure this 
ternary of threefold number was expreſly and properly cho- 
ſen by our ancients, For the nature of moiſture being the 
principal that engendreth all things, from the beginning 
bath engendred theſe three elements or primitive bodies, 
Earth, Aire and Fire, For That branch which is ſet unto, 
to wit, thatTyphon flung the genital member of Eugenius 
in the River, that Beata could not find it, but cauſed one 
to be made to reſemble it, and whez ſhe was provided 
thereof, ordained that it ſhould be honoured and 
carried in a ſolemne pompe ; tendeth to this, fo- toteach us, 
that the generative and produtiive vertue of god, had moi- 
fture at the firs for the matter, and by the means of the ſaid 
humidity, was mixed with thoſe things that were apt for 
ation. Another branch there is yet, gowing to this, 
namely, that one Apopis brother to the Sun, warred a- 


helped him to defeit his enemy; in regard of which merit 
be. adopted bim for his ſon, and named him Dionyſus, 
that ix to ſay, Racchus. 
evidently appeareth, accordeth covertly, with the truth of 
Nature : for th? Xgyptians call the win1e, Jupiter, unto 
which nothing is more contrary, than ficcity and that which 
is firy: and that is not th: Sun, although ſome conſaugui-

wity it bath unto it : but moiſfttire comming to extinguiſh .

Chenofiris, which word, (as they ſay ) ſignifieth in the 
Fgyptian tongue, the plant of Eugenius : at leaſt wiſe 
Arifton who enrolled a colony of the Athenians, affirmeth 
that the light upon au Epiſile of Anaxarchus, wherein he 
found as much ; as alſo, that Bacchus was the ſox of 4 
water nymph, Naias, Other Agyptians alſo there be, 
who hold, that Bacchus was the ſon of Beata, and that. 
he was not called Mercury, but Arſaphes, an the. letter 
Alpha, which word ſignifieth proweſi or valour, And 
thus much giveth Hermaus to widerftand, in his firſt book, 
of Figyptian atis; where he ſaith alſo. that Eugenius by 
mterpretation, is as much, as| veeu©)] ſtout or mighty, 
Here I forbear to alledge Menaſas, who referretb and 
aſcribeth unto Epaphus, Bacchus, Eugenius, and Sa- 

rapis. T overpaſs Anticlides likewiſe, who affirmeth, 

that Beata was the daughter of Prometheus, ani mar- 

ried unto Bacchus, For the very particular properties that 

we bave ſaid were in their feaſts and ſacrifices, yeeld « 

mere Cleer evidence and proof, than any allegations of wit- 

neſſes whatſoever. Alſo they bold, that among the ſtars, 

the dogg or Sirius was Conſecrate unto Beata, the which 

ftar draweth the water, And they honour the Lion, with 

whoſe heads, and having the mouth gaping and wide open, 

they. adorne the dores and gates of their temples, for that 

the river Nilus riſeth |

And a they both hold and affirme, Nilus to be the efluence 
of Eugenius ; even ſo they are of opinion, that the body of 
Beata 7s the earth or land of Fgypr; and yet not all of it, 
but ſo much as Nilus overfloweth, and by commrixtion mak- 
th fertile and fraitful ; of whiccomunion, they [Y, 
Iha, 
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that Orus was engendred, which is nothing el but the 
temperature and diſpoſition of the aire, nouriſhing and 
marntaining all thixgs. They ſay alſo, that this Orus was 
nouriſhed within the Mores neer unto the City Butus, by 
the goddeſs Latona : for that the earth being well dren- 
| » Ched andwatered, bringeth forth and nouriſheth vapours, 
E which overcome, extinguiſh, and repreſs (nothing ſo much ) 
great ſiccity and dryneſs, Furthermore, they call the mar-: 
cbes and borders of the land, the confines alſo of the coaſts 
which touch the ſea, Nephthys : and this is the reaſor 
why they name Nephthys, Teleutza, that is to ſay, final 
or laft; and ſaythat ſhe was married uttto Typhon. And 
when Nilus breaketh out and overtuneth his banks, ſo, as 
be approacheth theſe borders,this they call the unlawful con- 
Jundion or adultery of Eugenius, Nephthys, the which 
is known by certain plants growing there, among which is: 
the Melilot : by the ſeed whereof, ſaith the tale, when it was 
ſhed and left behinde, began Hyle to perceive the wrong- 
that was done unto him in his mariage, And hereupon they 
ſay, that Orus was the legitimate ſox of Iris, but Anubis: 
was borne by Nephthys' in baſtardy, And verily in the 
ſucceſſion of kings they record Nephthys married unto 
H,le, to have been at firſt barren. Now if thisbenot 
meant of a woman, but of a goddeſs, they underſtand under 
theſe evigmatical ſpeech:s, a land altogether barren and 
wifruitful, by reaſon of hardneſs and ſtiffe ſolidity. The 
Tying in wait »f Ayle to ſurpriſe Eugenius, his uſurped 
rule and tyranny, 1s nothing elſe but the force of drineſs, 
which was wery mighty, which diſſipated alſo and 
ſpent all that humility that both engeudreth and alſo en- 
Creaſeth Nilus to that beighth As for that Queen of FE- 
thiop'a, who came to aid and affitt bim, ſhe betokeneth 
_ the Southerly winds comming from Fithiopia : for when - 
theſe have the upper hand of the Etefian windes, which 51ow 
from the North, and drive the clouds into Kchiopia, and 
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o hinders thoſe ſhowers and gluts of raine which powre out 
- the clouds, and make the 4 Nilus to ſwel : then Hyle 
that is to ſay, drouth, is ſaid to win the better, To 
burn up all; and ſo having gotten the maſtery Clean of 
Nilus, who by reaſon of his wenkneſs and feebleneſs, is 
driven in, and forced to retire z contrary way, he chaſeth 
him, poor and low into the ſea, For whereas it is ſaid,that 
Eugenius wes ſput fat within an arkor coffer, there is no 
other thing ſignified thereby,” but this departure backof the 
water and the hitling thereof within the ſea : which 1s the 
cauſe alſs,that they ſay, Eugenius went out of ſight, in the 
moneth Achyr, and was no more ſeen ; at what time as 
when all the Eteſian windes are laid and given over to 
blow, Nilus returneth into his chanell, leaving the land 
diſcovered and bare. And now by this tinte as the night 
groweth louger, the darkneſs encreaſeth , like as the force .. 
of the light doth diminiſh and is impaired: and then the 
prieſts among many other ceremonies, teſtifying their ſad < 
neſs and beavie cheere, bring forth and ſhew a beef with 
golden hornes, whom they cover all over with a fine vaile 
of black ſilk, thereby to repreſent the beavy dole and mouyn- 
ing of the goddeſs for Eugenius : ( for thus they zbink, 
that the ſaid beef" is the image of Eugenius-: axd the 
veſtment of black aforeſaid, tefiifying the earth, doth ſig- 
nifie Beata ) and this ſhew exhibit they four daies together, 
to wit, from the ſeventh unto the tenth fofowing : And 
why ? Foure things there be for which they make demon- 
flration of gribf and ſorrow : the firſt is the river Nilus, 
for that he ſcemeth to retire and faile : the ſecond are the 
North-windes, which now are huſht and ſtill, by reaſon of- 
the Southern winds, that gaine the maſtrie over them : the 
third is the day, for that now it waxeth ſhorter than the 
might : and laſt. of all, the' diſcovering and nakedneſs 
of the earth, together with the deveſting of threes,which at 
the very ſangt time begin to ſhed aud loſe their [28ves, aﬀfer 
0 CITES, as 
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this, pon the ninteenth day at night, they go down 10 the 
ſea ſide, and then the prieſts reveted in their ſacred Stoles 
an1 habits, carrie forth with them, a conſecrated cheſt, 
whzrein there is a veſſell of gold, into which they take and 
powre freſh and potghle water ; and with that, all theſe 
who are preſent, ſet up a note and ſhout, as if they bad 
fovnd Eugenius again : then they take # piece of fatty 

fertile earth, and together with thewater , knead and 
work it into a paſte, mixing therewith moſt precious odors, 
perfumes and ſpices, whereof they make @ little image in 
forme of the Moon croifſant, which they deck with robes 
and agorne, ſhewing thereby evidently thas they take theſe 
geds ro te the ſubſtance of water and earth, 
Thas when Eeara had recovered Eugenius, nouriſhed 
Orus, and brougat him up to ſome growth, ſo that he now 
became jireugthned aud fortified, by exhalation, vapors, 
wiſts ard clouds, Hyle verily was vanquiſhed, bowbeit 
xot ſlain, for that the goddeſs, which is the lady of the 
earth, would not permit and ſuffer, that the power or na- 
ture which isCcontrary unto moiſture, ſhould be utterly a- 
bolifhed : only ſhe did ſlacken and let down the vebement 
force thereof, willing that this combat and ſirife (ſhould 
ſitll continue ; becauſe the world would uot have been entire 
and perfed, if the nature of fire bad been once extinft aud 
gone, And if this goe not Currant among them, there is . 
mo reaſon and probability. that any oxe ſhould projet. this W- 
aſſertion alſo, namely, that Hyle mm times paſt overcame 
oe part of Eugenius : fer that in old tage, Egypt was 
ſea : whereupon it is, that even at this day, within the 
m:n's wherein men dig for metta.s, yea, and among the 
' wrourtaines, there is found great flore of fea fiſh. Likewiſe, 
all the fcuntaines, wells and pits( and thoſe are-mauy in 
namber ) carry a brackiſh, ſtitijh, and bitter water, 4s 
af ſome remnant or reſidue of the o!d ſea were reſerved, 
wWoich ran thither, Eus inproceſs of time, Qens prane 
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Hyle, that 15 to ſay, when the ſeaſonable raine came, 
which tempered the excefive heat, Nilus expelled and 
drave forth the ſea, diſcovered the champion ground, and 
filled it continually more and more by new deluges and in- 
undations, that laid ſomewbat ſtill unto it. And bereof, 
the daily experience is preſented to our cies ; for we perceive 
even at this day, that the overflowes and riſing of the rwver 
bringiug new mud, aud adding freſh earth flall by little 
and little, the ſea giveth place and retireth : and as the 
deep in it is filled more and mote, ſo the ſuperficies riſeth 
higber, by the continual fhelves that the Nile Caſts up ;; 
by which mean , theſea runneth backward : \ea, the very 
Iſle Pharos, which Homer knew by bis dates to lie farr 
within the ſea, even @ daies ſailing from the contingent and 
' firme lardof Egypt, is tow a very part thereof : not fur 
that it remove $06 approached neerer and neerer to th. 
land; but becauſe the ſea wbich mas between, gave place 
unto the river that cdntinually nigde new earth with the i 
mud that it brought, and ſo maintained «nd augmented Wu 
the maine land. But theſe things reſemble very neere, 
the Theologicall interpretations that the Stoicks [give ont > 
for they hold, that the generative and nutritive Spirit, is 
Bacchus ; but thet which ſiriheth aud divideth, is. Per- 
cules 3 that which receiveth, is Ammon 3 that which 
+. exireth and pierceth into the earth, is Ceres and Profer- 
+ pina; and that which doth penetrate farther ' and paſs 
thorowp the ſex, is Neptune. Others, who mingle among 
adtiral cauſes and reaſons, ſome drawn from the Mathe- 
ticks, nd prigxipally from 4(trology, think, that Hyle is 
- the Solar Circle ar ſphere of tbe Sun ; and that Eugenius 
) is thet of the Boon ;, inaſmuch as the Moon hath a gener a= 
. five axd vegetable light, multiplying that ſweet and come 
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The Preface. 
batement at all, beateth and drieth that which the-earth 
bringeth forth, yea, and whatſoever is verdant and in the 
flower ; inſomuch, as by his inflemation be Canſeth the 
greater part of the earth to be wholly deſert and inhabita- 
ble, and many times ſubdueth the very Moon. And there - 
fore the Egyptians evermore name Hyle, Seth, which is 
as much to ſay, as ruling lordly, and oppreſſing with 
wviclence, And after their manner they [ay,that Hercules 
ſitting as it were upon the Sun, goeth about the world with 
him ; and Mercurie likewiſe with the Moon : by reaſon 
whereof, the works and effeeF of the Moon reſemble thoſe 
atis which are performed by eloquence and wifdome : but 
thoſe of the Sun are compared to ſuch as be exploited by . 
force gnd puiſſance. And the Stoicks ſay, that the Sun is 
lighted and ſet on fire by the Sea, and therewith nouriſhed: 
but they be the fountains and lakes which ſend up unto the 
Moan a milde, ſweet and delicate vapour, The Egyptians 
fay that the death of Eugenius hapned on the: ſeventeenth 
day of the moneth, on which day, better than upon any other, - 
ſhe is judged to be at the full : and this ts the reaſon why . 
the Pythagoreans cal this day, The obſtruction, and 
of all other numbers they moſt of abhor and deteſt ir : for 
whereas ſixteen is a number quadrangular or four-ſquare, 
and eighteen longer one way than another ; which numbers 
onely of thoſe that be plain, happen for to have the ambient jj 
wnities, that environ them equal to the ſpaces Contained 
aud comprebended within them ; ſeventeen, which falleth 
between, ſeparateth and digoineth the onc from the other, - 
and being Cut into unequal intervals, diftrafeth the pro- 
portion ſeſquioFave. And ſome. there be who ſay,. that 
Eugenius /ived, others that he reigned, eight and twenty 

years : for ſo many lights their be of the Moon, and fo 
 wanydaies dotÞ ſhe turne about the Earth : and therefore,

or Caſe in manner of the Moon croiſſant, for that as ſhe ap= 
preacheth neer to the ſun, ſhe becometh pointed and cornered, 
untill in the end ſhe come to notbing, and is no moreſeen. 
And as for the diſmembring of Eugenius nto fourteen 
peeces, they ſignifie unto us under the Covert vaile of theſe 
words, the daies wherein the ſaid planet is in the wane, 
and decreaſeth even unto the change, when ſhe is renewed 
again, And that dey on which ſhe firſt appeareth, by 
paſſing by and eſcaping the raies of the Sun, they call an 
uuperfed good : for Eugenius ts a deer of good : and this 
name ſig nifieth many things, but principally an aGive and 
beneggcial power, as theyſay: and as for the other name 
Omphis, Hermzus ſaith, that it betokeneth as much as 
benefadiour. Alſo, they are of opinion, that the riſmngs 
and inundations of the river Nilus, anſwer in preportion 
, tothe courſe of the Moon : for the greateſt heigth that it 
groweth unto in the countrey Elephancine, 7s eight and 
twenty cubits ; for ſo many ulluminations there begor daies, 
in every revolution of the Moon : and the loweſt gage a= 
. bout Mendes and Xois, ſix cubits, which anſwereth to 
* the firſt quarter ; but the mean between , about the City 
Memphis, when it is juſt at the full, cometh to fourteen 
cubits, correſpondent to the full Moon, They hold moreover, 
Apis to be the. lively image of Eugenius, and that he is 
mngendred and bred at what time as the generative light 
deſcendeth from the Moon and toucheth the Cow defirqus of 
. the male : and therefore Apis reſembleth the formes of the 
n, baving many white ſpots obſcured and darkened 
with the ſhadowes of black, And this is the reaſon, why they 
ſolemnize a feaſt in the new Mopn of the moneth Phame= 
noth, which they call the ingreſſe or enterance of Euge- 
nius, to the Moon ; and this is the beginning of the)Spring 
Jeeſon : and thus they put the power of Eugenius 2 the - 
Mayn, They ſay alſo, that Beata ( which is noother thing 
Mut generation ) lieth with 9 end ſo they name the 
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Mon, Mother of the world - ſaying, thut fre is a donble 
nature, male and female; female, in that ſhe doth conceive 
and is repleniſhed by the $un : and male, wn this repird, 
that ſhe ſendeth forth and ſprink{eth im the aire, the ſeeds 
and principles of generation : for that the drie di ſtemeperit- 
Ture and corruption of Hyle, is not alwazes ſaperion, but 
pore" vanguiſhed by generation, and bowſoever vitd i 
e) and bound, yet it riſeth freſh ty a#t, and fighteth a- 
gainft Orus, who is nothing elſe but the terreſtrial world, 
which js not altogether free frem corruption, nor yt #*< 
empt from generation. Others there be, who woul4 have 
all this Phytoſophy covertly to repreſent no ether thing bu 
the ecclipſes : for the Moon is eclipſed, when fhe 3s ut 
the full direAly oppoſite to the Sun, and commeth-to fall 
z;pon the ſhadow of the earth : like as they ſay, Eugenius 
was put into the cheſt or coffer aboveſai4.On the other ſids, 
ſhe ſeemeth to hide and darken the light of the Sun, upon 
certain thirtieth daies,but yet doth yt wholy aboliſh the ſine, 
#0 more then Beata doth kilt Hyle, but when Nephehys 
Bringeth forth Anubis,Beara jutteth ber ſelf in place: for 
Nephthys is thar which is under the earth and naſeen;. 
but Beatathat which is above, and appeuyeth unto us; and 
#be circle named Horizon, which is common tothens both, 
and parteth the two hemiſpheres, is named Anubis, and 
infarm reſembleth a dog : for why ? a dog ſeeth aſwell by 
night es by day: fo that it ſhould feem, that Anubis 4 
ong the Eoypuans bath the like power thatProſerpina 
among the Greeks, being bath texreftrial and caleftial, 
Others there be, who thith,, that Anubis is Saturn, and 
Sec uſe be is conceiyed with all things, und bringeth them 
forth, which'in Greek the word wer firniffeth , there» 
| fore hers ſurnametd Kuvy, that is to ſay, adog. So'thit 
there is ſome hidden ant myſtital ſecret in it, that cxnſeth 
ſome, eve ftill to reverence and «dere a tleg +. for the time 
Yelg Wh more wor flp wie Jour 199 it tes Egypt, 2908 
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there are, who would have the ſhadow of the earth, which 
ceuſeth the Moon to be ecclipſed wben ſhe emtreth into it, to 
benamed Hyle. And therefore me thinks, it were not a= 
miſs toſay, that im particular there is not any one of theſe 
expoſitions and interpretations perfet} by'it ſelf and right, 
but all of them together carry ſome good conſtrufion © for 
t is neither drought alone,or winge, nor ſea, nor yet dark- 
neſs; but all that is noiſome and hurtful whatſcever, and 
which hath a ſpecial part to hurt and deſtroy, is Called 
Hyle, Neither muſt we put the principles of the whole 
world into bodies thav have no life and ſoule, as Democri= 
tus ard Epicurus, doe : wor yet ſet down for the work- 
man aud framer of the firſt matter, a certain reaſon and 
providence, without quality ( as do the Stoicks ) ſuch a 
thing as hath a ſubſiſtence before and above all, and com- 
mandeth all : for impoſſible it is, that one ſo!e cauſe, good 
or bad, ſhould be the beginning of all things together: for 
God is not the cauſe of anyevill, and the congmentation of 
the world bendeth contrary wayes, like as the compoſition 
of « lute or bow, as Heraclitus ſaith, and according” to 
Euripides, 0

No things can be by themſelves good or bad : 
That things do yell, a mixture muſt be had. 
And therefore this opinion ſo very antient , is deſcende4 
from Theologians «1d Lawgivers unto Poets and Phir- 
loſophers, read, The Idea of the Law, bowbert, ſo 
firmely grounded in the perſbaſion and beliefe of men, 
that bard it is to ſuppreſs or aboliſh the ſame 3; ſo commons. 
ly divul ged not only us Conferences, diſputations, «nd or- 
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ainary ſpeeches abroad, but alſo in the ſacrifices and di- - 
\ vine Ceremonies of gods ſervice, in many places, as well a- 
»ong the Barbarians as Greeks, to wit, that neitber this 
world floteth and waveth at adventure, without the g0- 
vernment of providence and reaſon, nor reaſon only 'it is 
that guideth, direfeth, and holdeth it ( as it were ) with 
certain belmes or bits of obeiſance, but many things there 
be confuſed and mixed, good and bad together : or to ſpeak, 
more plainly, there is nothing here beneath that nature 
produceth and bringeth forth, which of it ſelf is pure and 
fimple : neither is there [one drawer of two tuns, to diſ- 
perſe and diſperſe and diſiribute abroad the affaires of this 
world,like as a Taverner or Vintner doth his wines or other 
liquors, brewing and tempering one with another. But 
this life is condudied by tyro princifiles and powers adverſe 
one inta another ; for the one leadeti us to the right hand 
direfily,'read The Holy Guide, the other contrariwiſe 
 turneth us aſide and putteth us back, : and ſo this life is 
mixt, and the very world it ſelf, if not all throughout, 
yet at leaſt wiſe, this beneath about the earth, aud under 
the Moon, is unequall, variable, and ſubjeti to all muta- 
tions that poſſibly may be, For if nothing there is, that 
Can be without @ precedent cauſe, ayd that which of it 
ſelf is good. can never miniſter cauſe of evill ; neceſſary it 
3s, that nature hath fome peculer cauſe and beginning by it | 
ſelf, ofegood aſwell as of bad, And of this opinion are the 
moſt part of the ancients, and thoſe of the wiſcſt ſort.

But Manethos 
affrmeth, that Hyle himſelf was called Bebon, which 
word by imterpretationis as much as Cohibition, -reſtreint 
or impeachment, as if the puifſence and power of Hyle, 
were to ftay and withſtand the affaires that are in good 
way of proceeding, and tend as they ſhould doe, to « good 
end. And hereupon it is that of tame beaſts they dedicazge 
and attribute unto him, the moſt groſs and indocible of all 
ot hers, namely an. afſe : but of wilde beaſts the moſt cruel 
and ſavage of all others, as the crocodiles and river-borſcs 
As for the Lyon we have ſpoken before of hum, In the city 
of Mercury, named Vergopolis, - they ſhew unto ns the 
image of H yle, purtraied under the form of a river-boxſe, 
upon whom fitteth an hauke, fighting with a ſerpent. By 


the power and. authority which Hyle having gotten by force,

and wiſdowe. They repreſent Eugenius alſo meny times 
by an hauke, for that fhe hath a wonderſul cleore and quick, 
fight, her flight alſo is as ſwift, and ſhe is wont naturally 
$0 ſeſtain ber ſelf with very little ford, Aud more thax 
zbat ( by report ) when ſhe flieth over dead bodies unburied, 
te Cafieth mould and earth upon their eyes, And look, 
whenſcever ſhe nlieth down to the river for to drinke be 
ſctteth up hev feathers firaight upright, but when ſhe bath: 
drunke ſhe lateth them plane and even again, by which it

terminate power Commeth to extinguiſh the kinde vaponrs 
and exhallations, Moreover in the ſacred hynmes of Euge- 
nius, they invocate and call upon bim who licth at repoſe 
bidden within the armes of the Sun.

' ticth day of the moneth Epiphi, they ſolenmize the feaſt 
of the nativity or birth of Oruuseyes : at whet time as the 
Sun and Moon be in the ſame dire( line : as being per- 
ſwaded that not enely the Moon but the Sun alſo is the eye 
and light of Horus : Likewiſe upon the twenty exght day 
of the moneth Phaopi they celebrate another feaft of the 
Sunnes baſons or ftaves, and that is after the Kquinosx MM 
in ae ping covertly _ to anderfland, that Wis 
the Sun bath need of an appuy or ſupporter to reſt "i 
and to firengtben him, hg his beat begins + gp 
decay and langniſh ſenſibly, his light alſo to diminiſh and \ 
decline obliquely from us. Moreover about the ſolſtice 
or middle of winter, they carry about bis temple ſeven times 
a cow ; and this þ dceſſion is Called the ſeeking of Eugenius 
or the revalution of the ſun, as if the goddeſs then deſired 
the watersof winter : And fo many times they doe it, for 
that the courſe of th- San, from the Winter ſolſtice wnto 
the Summer ſolflice is performed in the ſeventh moneth. 1t 
is ſaid moreover , that Horns the fon of Beata was 
the firſt who ſacrificed unto the Sun, the fourteemth day 
of the moneth, according atit is written in @ Certain book

even ſuch as were ready to deſirgy thoſe that carry them 
whiles every oge endevoured alwaies to ſuccour and maintain 
their own, aud were moved ta auger if any wrong or dif- 
pleaſure were done to thoſe which they affeied ; they fell to- 
geth:r themſelves by the eares, ere they were aware and © 
killed one another, 'for the enmity and quarrel which was 
between tboſe figures whom they adored, and ſo feftered mu 
ud! and mortal hatred, For even at this day, of all the 
Feyprians the Lycopolitans axly, eat myttern, becauſe 
the wolfe whom they adore as @ god is enemy unto ſheep, 
becauſe their figures are oppoſite. And verily in this our 
age, the Oxyrinchites, becauſe the Cynopolites, that is 
to ſay, the inhabitants of the city Cynopolis, eat the 
fiſh named Oxyrincho:, that is to ſay, with the ſharp 
becke, whenſoever they can entrap or catch @ dogge, make 
no more adoe but kill him for a ſacrifice and eat him when 
they have done. Vpon which occafion having levied warr 
one agaznſt the other, and done much mi {we f reciprocalh, 
- after thty bad bezn well chaſtiſed and plagued by the Ro- 
mans, theyg ew to attonement and compoſition. And for 
as much as many of them do ſay, that the ſqule of Hyle 
departed into theſe beafts,it ſcemeth that this fafiion imepor- 
teth thus much, that every Iyutiſh and beaftly natare com- 
meth and proceedeth from ſome evil Genius; and therefore 
to pacifie him that he doe no miſchief, they worſhip and 
adore theſe beafly And if» peradventure there happen any 
great drought or contagious heat,” which cauſeth peſtilent 
maladies or other unuſual and extraordinary calamities, 


. the prieſts bring forth ſome of thoſe Telelmes _— 
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ſerve and honour in the dark night, without any. miſe int 
greet ſilence, menaſing them at the firſt and putting thene 
in frieht Now if the plague or calamity continue till, 
they kell and ſacrifice a ſheep, thinking this to be a pupiſh= 
ment and Chaſtiſement of the ſaid evill d men, or elſe ſome 
great expiation for notable ſinnes and tranſgreſſions. For 
1n the city verilyof Idithya, as Manethos maketh report, 
the manner is to burne men alive, whom they called Hyly, 
whoſe aſhes when they bad boutted through a tamiſe, they 
ſcattered abroad, untill they were reduced to nothing © 
' But this was done openly at a certaiy_ time in thoſe dates 
which are called Cynades or Canicular, Mary, the 1m- 
molation of theſe beafts, which they accounted ſacred, was 
performed ſecretly and not at a certain time or upon pre 
fixed daies, but according to the occurrences of thoſe acci- 
dents which bapned. And therefore the common people 
neither knew nor ſaw ought, but when they ſolemnize their 
obſequies and funerals for them, in the preſence of all the 
people they ſhew ſome of the other beaſts and throw them 
together into the ſepulcher, ſuppoſmg thereby to vex and 
gell Hyle, and to repreſs the joy that he hath in doing 
miſchief. For it ſezmeth that Apis with ſome otber beaſts 
was conſecrated to Engenius : howſoever they attribute 
many more unto him. And if this be true, I ſuppoſe it 
mporteth that which we ſeck and ſearch all this while, as 
toxching thoſe which are confeſſed by all, and have common 
bowours : as the foreſaid florke Tbiss the hauke and the 
Babian or Cynecephalus, yea and Apis himſelf, for (o 
they Cal the goat inthe City Mendes. Now there remain- 
eth utility and ſymbolization hereof : conſidering that 
ſome participate of the one, but the moſt part of both. 
For as tonching the goat, the ſheep and the Jchnenman; 
Certern it is, they honor them for the uſe and profit they 
receive by them : like as the inhabitants of Lemnos honor 
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the birds called Corydali, becauſe they find out the 
locujts nefts and quaſh their egges. The Theſſalians alſo 
bave the jiorkes in great account, becauſe whereas their 
country 15 grven to breed a number of ſerpents, the ſaid 
florks when they come, kill them up all. By reaſon whereof 
they made an Edid, with an intimation, that whoſoever 
killed a ftorke ſbould be baniſhed his country. The ſerpent 
Apis alſo, the Wezill and the F lye called the Betill they 
reverence, becauſe they obſerve in them I] wot not what 
little flender images iy like as, in drops of water we perceive 
the rar e of the ſun) of the divine power, For 
many there be even yet, who both think, and ſay, that the 
male FPezill engendreth with the female by her eare, and 
that ſhe bringeth forth her young at the mouth : which ſym- 
bulizeth as they ſay, and repreſenteth the making aud ge- 


neration of ſpeech. As for the beerils, they hold, that 


throughout all their kinde there is no female, but all the 
males do blow or caſt their ſeed into a. certain globus or 
round matter in forme of bals which they drive from them, 
and roll to and fro contrariwaies, like as the ſun, when 
he-moveth himſelf from the weſt tothe eaſt, ſeemeth totary 
about the h:aven clean contrary.” The Aſprs alſo they 
Compare to the planet of the ſun, becauſe be doth never age 
and wax old, but moveth m all facility, readineſs and 
celerity without the meanes of any inſtruments of motion,

beſeen , wherein be is conformable and like unto the - ſove= 
raigh of all the gods. 'Moreover look in" what ' place the 
female is diſcharged of ber ſpawn-, | there is the utmoſt 
marke and Itmit of the riſing and inundation of Nilus : 
for being not able to lay their egges*in water, and affraid 
withall to ſit far off, they have a moſt perfef and exquiſrt 


of the rive rs approach when they lay : and whiles they fit 
and cover their egges be preſerved drie,” and are never 
dr nched with the water, A bundred egges they lay, in 
ſo muny 'dnies they batch, and as many yeers live they, 
which are longeſt lived : And this is the firſt and principal 
number that they uſe who treat of celeſtial and terrefirial 
matters. Moreover, as touching thoſe beaſts which are ho- 
aored for both cauſes, we have ſpoken before of the dogee : 


pents whoſe prick and (ting 15 deadly, ſhe was the firſt that 
tanght us tbe uſe of that evacuation of clenſing the body by 
cliftre, which is ſo ordinary in Phyſick,; for perceived ſhe 
isto purge, Clenſe, and mundifie her ſelf in that ſort : 
whereupon the moſt r: ligious priejts, an4 thoſe who are of 
greateſt experience, when they would be purified, take for 
their holy water to ſprinkle themſelves with, the pery ſume 
out of which the Ibis drinketh, for ſhe n*ver drinks of 
empoiſoned and infetied water, neither will ſhe come neer 
unto it, Moreovzr with her two leggs flanding at large 
on? from the other, and her bill together, ſhe maketh av 
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abſolute triangle with three even ſides, beſides the variety 
and ſpeckled niixtare of her plume conſiting of white 
feathers/@nd black, repreſcnteth the Moon when ſhe is paſt 
the full,” Now we muſf' not marvel at the Agypoiuns, 
for pleaſing and contenting themſelves in ſuch repreſentati- 
ous and fimilitudes, for even the Greeks themſelves as well 
in their pifures as other images of the gods, melted and 
wrought to any mould, uſed many times ſuch reſemblances ; 
for one Teleſme in Creca they bad of Jupiter without 
ear es, becauſe it is not meant for him who is lord aud go- 
vernaur of all, to have an; injiruftion by the bearing of 
others unto tle image of Pallas. Phidjas the Imager ſet 
& dragu1t; like as to that of Venus in the city -f Elis 6. 
Tortoile : giving] us by this to underſtan/, that maiden 
had need of guidance and good Cuſtodie, and that married 
Women.onght to keep the bouſe and be ſilent. The three for- 
k:d mace of Neptune, ſignifyeth the third place , 

which the ſea and element of water haldeth, under heaven 
end aire; for which cauſe they called the ſea Amphirrice, 
and the pettie, and the pettie ſea-gods Tritons, Alfo the 
Pythagorcans have highly bonoured the numbers and fi- 
gures Geometrical and Geomantical by the. gods names: 
for the triangle with three equal fides, they called Palias, 
borne out of Jupicers braine, aud Tritogenia, for that 

#t is equally divided with three right lines, from thre? 
angles dyawn by the plume. One or nnitie they named

ought much” leſs ſo to doe in thoſe properties and qualities 
which are in natures ſenſitive, having life, and being ca- 
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peble of paſſions and affeHions, according to their inclina- 


tions and conditions And therefore we muſt not content 
our ſelves and reſt in the worſhiping of theſe and ſuch l;ke 
Teleſmes by ſacrificing Beaſts oppoſite, but by them a- 
dore the drvinitiethat ſhineth in them, as in moſt cleere 
and bright mirrors, according to nature, reputivg them, 
alwaies as the} inflrument and artificial workmanſhip of 
God, who ruleth and governeth the univerſal world : nei. 


they ought we to thinks, that any thing void of life, and X 


deſtitute of ſenſe, can be more worthy or excellent than 
that which is endued with life and ſenſes : no not although 
a man bung never ſo much gold or a number of rich eme- 
rauds about it : for it is colours, figures, and poliſhed bodies 
that Genii doe inbabite in : but whatſcever doth not par- 
ticipate life, nor is by natare c apable thereof, is of a more 
baſe and abjed condition than the very dead. But that 
ature which liveth and ſceth, which alſo in it ſelf hath 
the beginning of motion and knowledge of that which 
proper aud meet, as; alſo that which is ſtrange unto it.the 
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fame ( I fay ) hath drawn ſome influence 'and portion. of 
that wiſe providence, whereby the univerſal world is. go. 
perned, as Heraclitus ſaith... And therefore the deity is © 
no leſs repreſented in ſuch natures, than in works made of 
braſs and jione, Thus much of that opinion, as touching 
the knowledge of Genii,. which I approve for beſt, and the 
ſacrificing of beaſts 10 Teleſmes, as is tanght in the 
following books of Geomancy. 
Moreover the babilliments of Beata be ofdifferent 
tintiu es and colours : for her whole power confiſteth' and 
is employed in mtter-whieh receiveth all fo mes, and be- 
© cometh all nianner of things, to wit, light, 4arkweſs, day, 
' wight , fire, water, life, death, beginning and end, But 
the robes of Eugenius have neither ſhade nor variety, but 
- are of one imple colonr, even that which is lightſome and, 
bright. For the firſt and primitive cauſe is ſimple ; the 
principle or beginning, is without, all mixture, as being 
ſpiritual and intel{egille. 15 herenpon it is that they 
make ſhew but once for all of bis babiliments, which when 
they have done they lay them up again and bejtow them 
ſafe and keep them ſo fir aightly, that no man may ſee or 
bandle them: whereas contrariwiſe they uſe thoſe of Beata 
many times ; For that ſenſible things be in uſage, and ſeeing 
phey are ready and ever in hand, and be ſubjef evermore 
to alternative alterations, therefore they be laid abroad 
and diſplaied, for tobe ſeen often. But the intelligence 
of that which 15 ſpiritual and intellefual, pure, ſimple, 
qnd holy, ſhinizg as a flaſh of lightning, offered it ſelf | 
unto the ſoule but once, for 'to be touched and ſeen, 
And therefore Plato and Ariſtotle call this part 
of Phyloſophy , Emor]miv, for that thoſe who diſ- 
. courſe of reaſon , have paſſed beyoud all matters ſub-

Howe 
4 beit the ſoules of men, ſo long as they be here beneath clad 
y within hodtes and paſions,.can have no participation of 
1 God, unleſs it be ſo much onely as they may attain unto the 
1 intelligence of, by the ſtudy of Phyloſophy, and 1he ſame-is 
r but in wanner of a darke dream. But when they | ſhall be 


delivered from theſe bends, and paſs into this boly place 
where there is no paſſion, nor paſjible forme: then, the 
ſame ged is their conduFjour and king : then they Cleave 
unto him, as much as poſſibly they can : bim they contem- 
Plate and. bebold without ſatietie : deſiring that beauty 
which is not poſſible for men to utter and expreſs : whereof 
according to the old Authors, Beata was alwaies ina- 
monred : and baving purſued after it untill ſhe enjoyed 
the ſame, ſhe afterwards be came repleniſhed with all good- 
neſs and beauty that here may be engendred. And thus 
much may fuffice for that ſenſe and interpretation which is 
vroſt beſeeming the gods, Now if we muſt beſides, ſpeak, as 
I promiſed before ; of the incenſe and odors "_ are 
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burat every day : tet 4 man Cconfider firft in his minde, 
aud rhe this with bim, that the Egyptians ware men 
ever more moſt ftudipus in theſe matters which made for 
the health of their bodies, dut principally in this regard, 
theybat in recommendation, thiſe that concerned the c+- 
remonies of divine ſervice -in their ſanFificatrons and in 
their ordinary life and converſation, wher rin they bave 
wo leſt regard. unto bolſomeneſs then to wholineſs : For they 
thiek it neither lawfull nor beſeeming to ſerve that eſſence 
which is altogether pure, every way fornd and impollited, 
either with bodies or ſoutes corrupt with inward ſores and 
ſwbieft to fecret maladies. Steing then, that the aire, 
which we w0/} commonly uſe, and within which we alwaies 
coroerſe, i5 uot evermore alck# diſpoſed,” nor in the ſam: 
temperature : but in the night is thickned and made grofs, 
whereby it comprifeth and draweth the body into a hind of 
ſadneſs and penfiveneſs, as it were overcaſt with darke 
awiſts and weighed down : fo ſoon as ever they be npin « 
morning to their Teleſmes, they burne incenſe by kind-

odoy is ſuch, ds that it difſpateth whatſoever is groſs. 
thick, and muddy in the aire, Ani verily in the time of 
peftilencePhyſitians think to remedy the ſame by making 
great fires, being of this opinions that;the flame doth ſubti- 
Hate and r avefie the aire : which it effefHeth| no doubt the 
better in caſe they burne ſweet wood, as of the Cypreſs m—_ 
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of Juniper, or Pitch tree. Now they ſay the Oath of thoſe 
that ſweere, infeli the aire with plagues, for the Genis 
will not ſuffer ſins to come among them. Ad bereupon. 
reported ig 6s that the Phyſician Accon when there raigned 
4 grievous plague at Athens, - wan a great neme andre. © 
putetion, by Cauſing good fires to be made about the. pck, 
perſons: for he ſaved many by that meanes. And Plato 
writech that the ſweet ſcents and good ſmells of perfumes, 
ointments, flowers and fragrant medowes, ſerve no-leſs 
for bealth than for delight and pleaſure. For that by their. 
beat and muldeneſs they gently diſſolve aud oyen the ſub. 
ſtance «ef the braine, which naturally is cold and as it were 
congealed. ann, if 1t be ſo, that tbe Fayre Call 
myrrh, in their language Ball, which if « man interpret, 
fignifieth 45s much as the diſcuſſing and chafing away of. 
idle talke and raving ; this alſo may ſerve for a teſtimony. 
to ronſerme that which we ſay, As for that compaſujes 
among them named Ciphiy it is  confefion or mixture 
receiving ſixteen ingredients, For there into it, hong, 
wine, raifms, cyperous, rofin, myrrh, aſpalathug 
and (eſcli. Moreover the ſweet ruſp Schznos, Birumen, 
Mofle, aud the dock : Befides two ſorts of the juniper al 
berries, the greater and the I:ſ;, Cardamomum and 2 
Calamus, : All theſe ſpeeches are compounded togetber 
not at « venture and as it commeth into thety heads : but 
there be read certain ſacred writings unto the Apotheca- 
ries ad Perfumers, all the while that they mix the. 
As for this number although it be quadrate, and made of 
8 ſquare ard only of the numbers equal, makgth the ſpace 
contained within equal to bis circumference, we-are not to 
tbink that this is any way material to the vertue there- 
of : but moſt of the ſimples that goe to this compoſition. 
being aromaticall , caſt « pleaſant breath from them and 
yeeld a deieFable and whelſome vapour, by which the aire 
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ts\Mtered : and withall, the body being moved with this 
edxporation, is gently prepared 'to repoſe, and taketh an 
#ttrafive temperature of ſleep; in letting ſlach and un- 
binding the bonds of cares, wearines and forrowet, inci« 
dent in the day time, and that without the belp of ſurfet 
and drunkenneſs: piſhing and ſmootbing the imaginative 
zrt of th: brain, which receiveth dreames in manner of a 
mirfour which the Genii communicete to us in ſleep, cauſing 
theſame to be pure and neat, as much or rather more, 
the ſound of harpe; lute, viole, or -any other inflruments 
of mufick, which the Pythagoreans uſed for to procure 
ep, enchanting by that 4evice, an1 dulcing the unrea- 
ſoneable part of th: ſoule which jis ſubjet to paſſons. For 
ſweet odors, as they dos many times excite and ſtir up the 
ſetfe when it is dull and beginneth to faile : ſo contrariwiſe 
they make the ſam? as often 4rowfie and heavy, yea and 
briny it ts quiztneſs whites thoſe aromaticall ſmells by reaſon 
of their ſmoothneſs are ſpread and defuſed in the body: 
According as ſom? Phyſitians ſay, that ſleep is engendred 
in'us, when the vapeur of the food which we have recei- 
ved, creepeth gently along the nobte parts and principal 
bowels, and as it toucheth them, cauſeth a kind of tickling 
which lulleth them a ſleep This Cyphi they uſe in drink, 
as 4 Compoſition to ſeafon their cups and as an ointment be- 
fires : for they hold, that being taken in drinke, it ſcour- 
eth the guts within ant mzk-th the belly laxative © and 
being applied outwardly as a linement it mollifieth the body. 
Over an4 above all this, Roſm is the worke of the ſun: 
 Myrrh they gather by th! Mon light, out of thoſe plants *' 
from which it doth 4:/tit! : But of thiſe fimples whereof 
Cyphi is compounde7, ſomes there be which love the night + 
better, as many I mean as be nyuriſh:d by cold windes, 
ſhadows dewes and moiſture. For the brightneſs and

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that the ſun is ſeen through the pure ant ſolitary aire : 
whereas the aire of the night is a componud and mixtave' 
of many lights and powers, asif there were a confluence 
of many ſveds from every ſtar run ing into one. By good 
right therefore they burne theſe ſimple perfumes m the day, 
as thoſe. which are engendred by the vertne of the ſun: but: 
this being mingled of all ſorts and of dive:ſe qualities, 
they ſet on fire about the evening, and beginning of the* 
night, We ſhould bave prefaced ſomething in defence 
of the Jewes, who are falſely accuſed of burning their 
childrew to the Idol Molor, whence the accuſtomed of 
leaping over the fire of St. John hath been derived, bow 
we ought not to reſt on the hare letter of the Scriptures, 
and of the opinions concerniag the number of. yeares from 
the Creation of our Saviour Chrift, and whby the firange 
Statues of Laban, and Micha called Teraphim were 
allowed of God, of certain firange prodigious things 
which have foretold diſafiers, which have been ſeen t» 
come to paſs , and which doe yet foretell tbe ſame 
of Gamahes Ingraven and thoſe naturall , of the 


ghoſts of dead people that appeare in Church yards, and 


after great ſlaughter of Armies whence they proved, By 
what means the power of figures is proved. The wonder- 
futteffefis of Telſemans, and why our Saviour Chriſt is

Thns we ſee Fiſhes there,Cen»- Wh 
cers, and eares of Corn in a Virgins hand; And, © 
thaſe-who are xkilled in the ſecrets of the Ancient 
Theology , know well enough , that it was not 
without ſome Myſticall reaſon, that they placed 
one Crown inthe ſouth parc of Heaven, conſiſting 
of thirceen bright Starrs, and another in che nor- 
chern pact, containing eight Starrs init, But to 
place Dragons there, and Serpents, and Hydra's; 
reaſon can never endure, And yer, ſcethe ſtrang- 
neſle of the things! For though the Ancients had 
thus filled che Heavens wich bruit Beaſts; and thar 
according to this their Do&rine, one would have 
imagined this CZzleſtial Paradiſe to have been, an 
habication of. Mouſters, and a dreagdfull Wilderneſs, 
I 4 rather 
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| rather then the Seat of the Bleffed, and a place a- 


og with all manner of pleaſures; yer not- 
wichſanging, neither had the Church even repro- 
ved 32, nor any of the antient Fathers diſavowed 
3t. Now thefubje& we treat of, is mych leſſe ſcan- 
dalous 3. and by conſequence more tderable. ' For 
what danger can there be in affirming; that the di- 
ce Egares of the Rtarrs repreſent. and make up, 
e different charafters of the Hebrew Alphaber # 
And that as theſe Letcers have ſome fignification 
When chey are fingle,as wel as when they are joyncd 
with others: in like manner the Srarrs, cither alone 
or joyned with other Starrs, do note unto us ſome 
nilteries? Yea rather this Do&rine ofaurs,is ſo farc 
om being ſuch,as men ſhould beware of, and hold 
t Cuſpeted; as that on the contrary, it teachech 
the many wonderfull chings of God; and proveth 
that all theſe Starrs have not their Ocder beſtowed 
on them in vain 3 and that cheir motions and dif- 
ferencly Aſpe&s are nor utterly uſeleffe, and with- 
out, any defign. Inſo much, chart in my opinion, 
it would be no lefle then Blafphemy in any man co 
m che contrary; orto fay, that they are only 
Placed there, onely for ornament and to beautifie. 
the heavens, and cogive light; and for no other 
cauſe ac all. Butwhac madnefle. is it to confine 
theſe wonderful lights to one onely opperation; ſee- 
10g thac, befides chat experience teacheth us, chat 
the Moon is the Governels of all Humours; the Sun 
the principle of life;Saturn Zarel and Carcer, a Ma- 
lignanc Starr; Jupiter, x'Benign; rhe fign of Tanrus

27 DBM WDbaD yan he ſaith 
Complicabuntur, ficut Liber, Celi: where the 5 Capb, 
in Hebrew, which che Latine tranſlateth, Sicut, fig- 
nifieth-in che original], ©uzz. So that as 1/a;eb hath 
ſaid, tbat the Heavens ſhall be rolled tngecber; ſo 
hath he at the ſamecime, given the reaſon ofit alſo; 
Becauſe they are a Book, If it be objeRed, that 5 may 
fignifie Sicut as well; I anſwer, that thoſe that are 
but meanly verſed in the Holy Scriptures, know 
well, that chis Latine word, is notalwayes a note of 
Similitude, Fai ſumus Sicut Conſolati : (was the

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| Men that are comforted; ſhall we conclude hence,rhike 
they were norreally ſo? No, but this word $7cxr, 
AS, is redundant in this place, and might as well 
have been away. Solikewiſe in this paſſage; Tren- 
fivimus Sicut per Ignem : and in many more the like, 
therefore Complicabuntur Cali, Duia Liber ſunt. Bur 
if it be ſtill objeRed, that for as much as 5 Caphlige 
nifies ſomerimes ficut, in the Original; there is no 
more reaſon, why it ſhould be rendred wiz, then 
Sicut : and conſequently it will ſtill hold crue; thac 
the Heavens are nota Book; bur are only as a Book. 
To this ir may be anſwered,that the wholy Scripture

For which cauſe, interpreting their Alphaber, they 
deduce, from the firſt letter, which is ALIPH, 
this Verb Conjungere: from the ſecond Lecter,which 
1s B A, this word, Ine: from T A, thethird Let- 
ter, Producere : and foof the reſt: making up a 
Prayer out of it, which they ſay, no other Alphabet 
js able to ſhew. So that itis no marvel, that they 
areable to produce ſo many feveral meanings of 
words, after this rate of Interpretation; ſeeing that, 
as Kirftenius (aich 3 Integra Volemins de fo'is Nominibus 
literariuw Alphabeti. Arabici Confice queunt : ſed longs ad- 
buc plura de ordine, figura alijſque accidentibus c.nſcribi 
Foſſemt: Theſe Niceties have made the Arebtiars ſo 
ſuperſtitious in che Pronunciation of their Lecrers, 
as thar when they meet with many words united 
together by the means of an Aliph, they will pro- 
nounce them all in-a breath, though there ſhoald 
be an bundred of them, and though they ſhould 
be in danger of expiring in the A&. Thoſe chat are

motion, As for ill fortune, and Diſaſters, they 
might according co this principle, have been read 
From the eaſt coward the weſt, had not the Qracle 
which cannor lye, uttered this wonderful truth : £ 
Septemtrione pandetur malum, Jer.1. xg. Allevill 
commegh from the North, But, why from che North 
rather than from any other part ofthe world? The 
reaſon of this is not fo eaſily given : yo I conceive 
3e.would ſtand with ſound Phylofophy,; to anſwer; 
that þy reaſon af the darknefſe and gloominefle of 
the: Aire of thoſe parts;cauſed by che great diſtance 
of the Sun; and alſo by reaſonof the evil fpirics, 
which are the Authors of ſo much evils and which 
inhabice darke places; a man may very reaſonably 
ſey that all misfortunes come from the North; as 
being a place, which is full of theſe evill ſpirics, or 
Demons 3 as is teſtified in The Hermony of the World. 
And from hence, it wilt bean eafie matter to ap- 
prehend che reaſon, why che Ancients ny m 
: cheſs 
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theſe Northern parts of the licaven ,: a Serpent 
or Dragon, cloſe by the ewo Bearee, Vid Theodor.Gre- 
 mineii Myft. Aquil. Seeing that theſe Creatures are 
chertrue Hieroglyphicks of Tyrany, Violence, and 
all manner of- Oppreſſion. And certainly, who 
ever ſhall buc run over the Annals, will finde, that 
all che great deſolationsthat have ever happened, 
have come from the Northern Parts. The Afjri- 
ans, or Chaldeans, ſet on by Nebuchadonoſor, and Sal-. 
maneſar , have ſufficiently manifeſted che T ruth of 
this, in burning toche ground a City,and a Temple, 
that was both the moſt Sumptuous, and the moſt 
holy in che world; and in the utcer ruine of a Peo» 
ple; whom God himſelf bad taken inco his own ſpe- 
cial proteQtion, and whole father he particularly 
called himſelf. And hath not Rome, like a ſecond 
Feruſalem, in like manner often felt the fury, of this 
Accurſed Generation of the North; when -by the 
cruelry of 4laricus, Genſericus, Totiles, and the reſt 
of the Gotbick,, Hune, Vendale and Alane Princes, 
It ſaw it alcersoverturned,its ſtately places burnt ts 
aſhes , and ies inhabitanes conſumed by. fire and 
ſword !

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ſuperiour Planets: I fay, that all cheſe foure cau- . 
ſes may for the moſt part, be comprized within this 
Writing of Angels: that is to ſay, that it hath hapned 
very often,that at what timechis Writing'of Angeis 
did point out ſome great change, there was at the 
ſame time alſo a ConjunCtion of the Superiour Pla- 
nets, Saturn and Fapiter, or elſe, ſome one of the 
three other forenamed cauſes.

Tothe third Objetion, which ſeemeth to have 
the moſt weight in it, it may be anſwered, that it is 
true indeed, that a Man may make a Reſch of the 
ſame ſtar, that another man perhaps will make a 
Daleth of : but in this, as in many oth:r things, we 
are to follow the-Tradition of che Ancients, and to 
reſt ſatisfied with what they have delivered unto us.

alone, or from it through other things. Heraclitas 
cals the Sun the fountain of Celeſtial light, and ma- 
ny. of the Platoriſts placed the Soul of the World 
chiefly in the Sun, as that which filling che whole 
Globe of the Sun doth ſend forth its rayes on all 
ſides, asit were a ſpiritthrough all things, diftribu- 
ting life, ſenſe and motion to the very Univerſe. 
Hence the ancient Naturalifts called che Sun the 
very heart of heaven ; and the Caldeaxs pur it as the 
middle of Planers:The Egyp:ians alſo placeditin the 
middle of the warld, viz. berwixt the two fives of 
the world, e. 4. above the Sun they place five Planets, 
and under the Sun, the Moon and four Elements. 
For it is amongſt the other ſtars the image & ſtatue 
of the great Prince of both worlds, viz. Terreſtiall 
and Celeftial ; the crue light, and the moſt exa&

Father, light the Son, hear the Holy Ghoſt. So 
that the Platoniſts have nothing to hold forth the 
divine eſſence more manifeſtly by, chen this.

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Earth; and it more maniteitly diſpoſeth theſe infe- 
r ors, then the others, and its mocion is moreſen- 
fible by the familiarity and propinquity which ic 
hath with us 3 and asa medium betwixe both, ſupe- 
riors and inferiors, communicateth chem to them 
all ; therefore her motion 1s to be obſerved before 
the others, as the parent of all conceptions, which 
it diverſely 1fſueth forch in theſe Inferiors, accor- 
ding tothe diverſe complexion, motion, ſcituation, 
and different aſpe&s co the planers and others ſtars; 
and though it receiveth powers from all the ſtars, 
yet eſpecially from the Sun 3 as off as it is in Cone 
jun&ion with the ſame, ic is repleniſhed with vivi- 
fying verrue, and according to the aſpett thereof, 
it borroweth its complexion; for in the firſt quarter, 
as the Peripaterickes deliver, itis hot and moiſt; in 
the ſecond, hot and dry; in the third, cold and 
dry; inthe fourth cold and moiſt ; and altheugh 
itis the loweſt of the ftars, yet it bringeth forth all 
the conceptions of theſuperiors ; for from it in the 
heavenly bodies beginneth that ſeries of chings, 
which Plato calleth the Golden Chain,by the which 
every thing and cauſe being linked one eo another, 
do depend on the ſuperior, even until it. may be 
bevnns to the ſupreme cauſe of all, from which all 


things depend ; from hence 1s it, that without the 
Moon intermediating,we cannot at any time attraft 
the power of the ſeperiours.

Afrologians have granted twenty eightManſions ta 
the Moon, which being fixed in the eight ſphere, do 
enjoy (as Alpharus faith)diverſe names and proprie- 
ties from the diverſe Signs and Stars which are con= 
cained in them, through which while the Moon 
wandreth, it obtaineth other and other powers 
and vertues ; but every one of theſe Manſions, ac- 
cording to the opinion of A4brabam, containeth 
ewelve degrees, and one and fifty minutes, and al- 
moſt ewenty fix ſeconds, whoſe names, and alfo 
their beginnings in the Zsdiack, of the eight Sphere, 
are cheſe. The firſt is called Alxath, that is the horns 
of Aries; his beginning is from the head of Artes of 
the eighch Sphere; it cauſeth diſcords, and jour- 
nies ; the ſecond is called Allothaim or Albothan, that 
15 the belly of Aries, and his beginning is from the 
twelfch degree ofthe (ame fign, fifty one minutes, 
twenty two ſecondscompleac ; it conduceth'to the 
finding of creaſures, and to the retaining of cap- 
tives; The third is called Achaomazon or Athoray, 
that is, ſhowring os Pleiades ; his beginning is from 
the twenty five degrees of Aries compleat fourty 
two minutes, and fifty oneſeconds; ir is profitable 
to Saylers, Huneſmen, and Alchymiſts; The fourth 
Manſon is called A/dcharam or Aldelamen,that is,the 
eye

eye or head of Taurw; his beginning is from che 
eight degree of Taurus, thirty four minutes; and ſe- 
venteenfſeconds of the ſame Taurws being excluded z 
it caaſeth the deſtrn&ion and hindrances of Buil- 
dings, Fountains, Wells,of Gold-mines, the flight of 
creeping things, and begetting diſcord.

The ſeventh is called Aldimiach 
or Alerzach, that is, the Arm of Gemrni and begin- 
eth from the ſevenceenth degree of Geminz, eight 
minutes and thirty four ſeconds, and laſteth even 
to theend of the fign ; it conferech gain and friend- 
ſhip, its profitable co Lovers, it ſcareth flies, de- 
Kroyeth Magiſteries. And fo is one quarter of the 


heaven compleated in theſe ſeven Manſions; and Wa 


in the like order and number of degrecs, minuts 
and feconds,theremaining Manſions in every quar- 
ter have their ſeveral beginnings; namely ſo,that in 
the firſt fign of this quarter threeManſions taketheir 
beginnings, in the other two figns two Manſions in 
each; therefore the ſeven following Manſions begin 
from Cancer, whoſe names are Alnazaor Anatrachye 
that is miſty or cloudy, viz. the eighth Manſion ;

The twenty ſeventh is: called Alchzryz or Alhalgal- 
mioad, that is the ſecond drawing; 1t encreaſeth 
Harveſts, Revenues, Gain; ithealerbſinfirmities,bur 
hindrech buildings, prolongeth priſons, cauſeth 
danger to Seamen, and helpeth to infer miſchiefs 
on whom you ſhall pleaſe; the rwenry eight and 
laſt is called Albotham or Alchalzy, that is Piſces, it

cal; bur I call cheir cimes, dayes and hours diftri= 
buted to their Dominions: Concerning all theſe, 
| itis aburidancly taughc in the books of Aſtrologers; 
bur in this place two chings eſpecially are to be con= 
fidered and obſerved by us. One, thar we obſerve - 
the motions and aſcentions and windings of Scars, 
even aSthey are intcuth in theeigheſphere,cthrough 
the negle& of which, ic happenech chat many ere 
infabricating cheCeleſtial Images,and are defrauded 
of their delired effe&; che other ching we oughc co 
obſerve, is about therimes of choofing the planecary 
hours; for almoſt all Afrologers divide all. that 
ſpace of cime from the Sun-rifing co (etting int 
twelveequal parts, and call them che ewelve hours 
of che day ; chen che time which followech from 
the (erting to the rifing, in like manner being divie 
ded into cwelve equal. parts, they call the twelve 
hcurs of che night,and chen diftribuce each ofrhoſe 
hours toevery one of che Planets according to the 
order of their ſucceſſions, giving alwayes the firft 
hour of the day ro the Lord of that day, then co

hours 3 andin this diſtribution che Magicians agree 
with them; but in the parcition of the hours ſome 
do diflent, faying, that the ſpace of the rifing and 
ſecting ts not to be divided into cqual parts; -and 
chat rhoſe hours are not therefore called unequal, 
becaiife the diurnal are unequal tothe noQurna), 
' but becauſe both the diurnal and nofurnal are 
even unequal amongſt themſelves ; therefore the 
partition of unequal or Planetary honrs hath a dit- 
ferent reaſon of their meaſure obſerved by Magici- 
ans, whichis ofthis ſort; for as in artificial hours, 
which are alwayesequal to themſelves, the aſcenſt- 
ons of fifreen degrees'in the equinoQial, conftitut- 
eth an artificial hour : ſoalſoin planetary hours, the 
aſcenſions of fifteen degrees in the Eclipticke con- 
ſtitureth.an unequalor planetary hour, whoſe mea- 
ſure we ought toenquireand find out by the tables 
of the oblique aſcenlions of every region.

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which ofcentimes gives them an admirable © eleſtial 
vercue; which ching Saint Thomas Aquinas that holy 
Do&or, thus confirmeth in his book de fato, when 


- he faich, that even garments, buildings and other 


artificial works whatſoever, dos» receive a certain 
qualification froni the ſtars; ſo the Magicians affirm, 
that not only by the mixcure and application of na- 
rural things, but alſoin Images, Seals, Rings, Glaſ- 
fes, and ſome other Inſtruments, being opportunes 
ly framed under a certain conſtellation, ſome Cele- 
ſtial Illuſtration may be taken, and ſome wonderful 
thing may be received ; for the beams of the Cele- 


ftial bodies being animated, living, ſenſual, and 


bringing along with them admirable gifts, and a 
a moſt violerit power, do, even in a moment, and at 
che firſt couch, imprint wonderful powers in the 
Images, though their matter be leſs capable, Yct 
rhey beſtow more powerful vertues on the Images, 
if they be framed not of any, bur of a certain mat- 
cer, namely whoſe natura], and alſo ſpecifical ver- 
tue 1s agreeable with the work, and che figure of che 
image is like to the Celeſtial ; for ſuch an Image, ' 


| bothin regard of the matter naturally congruous 


co the operation and Celeftial influence,' and alſo 
for its figure being like to che heavenly one, is beft 
Prepared to receive the operations and powers of 
che Celcſtial bodies and figures, and inſtantly re- 
ceiveth the Heavenly gifc into it telf; then it con» 
ſtantly worketh on another things, and other things 
do yeild obedience co ic. Hence ſaith Ptolemy in cen 
tiloquio,that inferior chings do obey ctheCeleſtial,and 
not only them, bur alſo even their Images ; Even as 
earthly Scurpions obey nor only the Celeſtial Scor- 
pion, bur alſo his [mage, if it ſhall be opppreunely 
figured under his aſcent and Dominion,

Ue the Celeſtial Tmages, according to whole 
likeneſs, Images of this kinde are framed, are

{picuous, others only imaginable, conceived and 
ſet down by Egyptians, Indians and Cheldeans; and 
their parts are ſo ordered, that ever the figures of 
ſome of them are diſtinguiſhed from others: for 
this reaſon they place ini the Zodiack circle ewelve } 
general Images, according to the numher of che 
 Jigns : of theſe they conſtituting Aries, Lev, and. 
Sagittary, fur the fiery and orienta[triplicity, do re- 
Port that its proficable againſt Feavors,Palfie, Drop- 
ne, Gout, aud all cold and Phlegwatick infirmities, 
and that it makes him who carrieth it to be accepe 
table, eloquent, ingenious and honorable, becauſe 
they are the Houſes of. Mars, . So!, Leo and Jupiter. 
They madecalſo the image of a Lion againſt Melan« | 
cholly Phantefies, the Dropſie, Plague, Feavors, | 
and to ex; el diſeaſes, -at the bour of the Sux, the | 
' firſt degreeofthe ſign of Lee aſcending, which is the * 
fice and Decanate of ;Fupiter.; but agaiuſt the ſtone, 
and diſeaſes ofche Reins, and againſt the hrs: of 
beaſts, they made the fame image when Sol. in the 
heart of the Lion obtained the midſt of heaven: and 
again, becauſe Gemini, Liora, and Aquarius do con- 
Aiture che Axial and Orciudental Triglicity, and 
4xre 
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are the houſes of Mercury, Venus, and Saturn, they 
are ſaid to pur to flight diſeaſes, ro conduceto 
friendſhip and concord, to prevail againſt Melan- 
cholly, and to cauſc healch; and they report thar 
Aquarizs eſpecially freeth from the Quarcane. Alſo, 
that Cancer, Scorpio and Piſces, becauſe they conſtt= 
cute the watry and Northern Triplicity, do prevail 
againſt hot and dry Feavers; alſo againſt the Hee - 
&ick, and all Cholerick paſſions; bur Scorpio, be- 
cauſe amongſt the members ic reſpeCteth the privy 
parts, doth provoketoluſt : but cheſe 41d frame it 
foc this pnrpoſe, his third face aſcending, which 
belongeth coVenw; and they made the ſame againſt 
Serpents and Scorpions, poyſons, and evil (pirics ;

loftineſle and ſhameleſnefie; in the ſecond face al- 
cendeth a form ofa woman, outwardly cloathed 
with a red garment, and under it a white, ſpread- 
ing abroad over her feer, and this. image cauſeth 
noblenefſe, height ofa Kingdom, and greatnefſe of 
Dominion : in the third face ariſeth the figure ofa 
white man, pale, with reddiſh hair, and cloathed 
with a red garment, whocarying on the one hand 
a golden Bracelet, and holding forth a woden ſtaff, 
3s wreſtleſle and like one in wrath, becauſe he can- 
not perform that good he would, 'This image be- 
ſtowerh wit, meeknefſe , joy and beauty: In the 
firſt face of Taurws aſcendeth a naked man, an Ar» 
cher, Harveiter or Husbandman, and goeth forth 
to ſow, plough, build,people, and divide the earth, 
gccording tothe rules of Geometry 3 in the ſecond 
Face afcendeth a naked man, holdingin his _ a 
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key 3 it giveth power, nobilicy and dominion over 
people : in the third face, aſcendeth a man. in 
whoſe hand is a ſerpent, and a dart, and is the i- 
mage of neceflity and profit, and alſoof miſery and 
{lavery. In the firſt face of Gemens aſcendeth a man

form of a young Virgin, adorned with fine cloaths, 
and having a Crown on her head; it giveth accute- 
nefle of ſenſes, ſubtilty of wit, and the love of men: 
in the ſecond face aſcendeth a man cloathed in 
comely apparrel, or a man and woman fitting at the 
cable and playing; it beſtoweth riches, mirth,glad-

In the ſeventh houſe it ſignifies a wife to be infa- 
mous, publikely adulterate, and contentious; deceit- 
ful and treacherous adverſarics, who ſhall endeavour 
to overcome yon by crafty and ſubtle wilds and cir- 
cumventions of the Law- 

In the eighth houſe it ſignifies a violent death to be 
1nflied by the execution of publike ]uſtice, and fignt- 
fies if any one be enquired after, that he is certainly 
dead , and a wife to have no portion or dowry. 

In the ninth heuſe ſheweth journeys to be ound 
anh= 
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dangerous, and that a man ſhall be in danger either to 
be ſpoiled by theeves and robbers, or to be taken b 
phunderers and robbers ; declarech men to be of m 
wicked opinions in Relizion, and of evil faith, and ſuch 
as will often eaſily be induced to deny and go from 
their faith for every ſmall occgſion ; denoteth ſciences 
to be falſe and deceitful, and the profeffors thereof to 
be ignorant.

You ſhall there- 
fore conſider the tigure of the thing queſited or en- 
quired after , if be ſhall multip!y bimſelt by the other 
places of the figure, that you may cauſe them alſoto 
be partakers in your judgement : as for example, if a 
queſtion ſhall be propounded of the ſecond houſe con- 
cerning a Thief, and che figure of the ſecond houſe 
ſhall be found in the ſixth, it declareth the Thief to be 
ſome of ones own hovthold or ſervants : and after this 
manner ſhall you judge and conſider of the reſt , for 
this whole Arc confilteth in che Comminxtures of the 
figurcs, and the natures thereof; which whoſoever 
doth rightly praQice, he ſhall always declare moſt true 
ard certain judgments upon every particular thing 
whatſoeyer.

CHAP. XVI. 
of the two Witneſſes. 


A Fer that we bave ſufficiently treated of thetwelye 
houſes and of the Figures, and of their tranſlation 
and concord, and which be good, and which be bad. 
Now reſteth it to ſpeak of the ewo Witneſſes and of 
the Judge,now muſt you know that the two Witneſſes 
be two figures drawn of the cwelve figures of the Zo- 
diack, whereof the one muſt be placed in the Figure 
formed on the right ſide, which is the thirteenth Fi- 
gure, and is called the right Witneſs ; the other muſt 
be placed on the lefc ſide of the Figure, and is the four. 
ceenth Figure , named the lefe Witneſs: the right 
Wieneſs is pat for the Querent, and Gpnifiethall that 
which by the firſt Figure, and all the others which be 
on the right ſide (that is to ſay, the ſecond, third , 
fourth, niath, and centh) is diſcerned, which is the 
motive of the queſtion before propounded.

Divine dreains are tryed by examining them by 
the Kunle of the known Word: for if they agree with 
what hath been delivered before, if they bear no- 

"ehing new and diſcrepant from thoſe things which 
2:ethe immiitable Law -of God and the Goſpel, they 
are of God -- but if they be a falſe gloſs and ſhew of 
\.-/1g10n and Piety, require ſomewhat contrary to the 
d::}:red word of God, letthem be condemned they 

are nut of God. 
fn! 
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And fince the Devil, as in all bis other works, hack 
endeavoured to imitate him in the buſineſs of dreams, 
by which occaſion he crept into the minds of-fooliſh 
and improvident people: we may not henceforth ex- 
'pe& ſuch enchufiaſms from haaven, and God hath 
rycd us to theexpreſs Letter of his doctrine, where- 
in he requires us to ſeehim and know him, as alſo 
what his pleaſure is, and what he wilt have us to do, . 
and what not. Let us not therefore faſten on, but ab- 
hor the doatings of fanatick perſons, thorgh they 
pretend never ſo much to derive them from heaven, 

Next to divine dreams are the Angpelical, which 
if they agree with the Divine, and be ſuch asT have 
deſcribed them, they may be believed. But the Dia- 
bolical dreams are to be deteſted, by which the 
Heathens of old, and of late che Manichzans, Pe= 
lagians, Aonks, and fanatick perſons, being deceived 
and carried away, were the authors and d:fenders 
of what horrible things followed thereupon. +For it 
is 2 point of the preateſt impicty and Atheiſm for 
to have'any thing ro do with the dettroyer and ene- 
my of God and man, or-to give any credit to his 
lyes. Andit being granted that ſometimes the Devils 
may know caſual events, (which opinion rhe Contmbr. 
Philoſaphers charge e Auguſtine, Danaſcenus, and 
'Tho, eAquinas with) yer the ſignificat.on of things 
ro come (which the Devil never inſpires into men 
dreaming) it cannot be called ; becauſe if he be the 
ſworn enemy of truth, and the archire& and artifi- 
cer of all lie, there cinnot any thing proceed from 
him that is ſolid and crue; but whatever he doth, we 
muſt look onitno otherwiſe then a painted falſhood, 
ro deceive thoſe who ſhall credic it. 

Humane dreams which have no. other but natural 
Fp ; cauſes 
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cauſes, and happen co men ordinarily as they. ſleep, 


are either phyſical, o: common. The phyſical dreams. 


arethoſe which by the agitation of the humours, and 
the diſpoſition of the temperament, do by certain 
ſigns, ray ſometimes even material and efficient cauſes, 
diſcoyer unto the Phyſitian the more certain conſti- 
rution of the patient. Theſe may be obſerved with- 
out any riot or ſuſpicion of impiety- or atheiſm, to 
the end that more fortunate medicines may be provi- 
ded for the fick, See the Holy Guide. . 

So a certain Wreſtler dreamed that he was plunged 
ina Ciſtern of blood, and that he ſhould ſcarce deli- 
ver himſelf thence 3 Accordingly to this dream, the 
Phyſicians knowing it proceeded from an exuberance 
of blood, having taken away what abounded, diver- 
ted the danger he was in. Gales mentions another, 
who dreaming that one of his legs became dead as 
a ſtone, a while after became paralytick in that leg. 

The common dreams are thoſe that proceed from 
compound cauſes; and they are true, or falſe or e- 
quivocal :. All which chough chey might happily be 
_ the images of certain events; yet to reduce from them 
any poſitive and ab{ojute interpretation or conjeure 
Is forbidden in holy Writ. VVheretore we may not 
give credic toa ſimple previſion any further then it 
proceeds from natural cauſes. 


' Nor is it ſufficient, in caſe the event ſignified, an- 


ſwers this dream, or that if there be not the ſame 
ſucceſs in a hundred or chouſand others, to charge the 
Art with vanity, or the Intrepreters thereof with 
tgnorance, ſince there are many things, which though 
they are rightly interpreted, yer many times happen 
not accordingly. Hence it was ſo many Kings and 


Princes have miſerably periſhed by this kind of dreams, 
as 
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as Pompey, who aboiit the latter end of the war be+ 
tween him and Ceſar, dreamed thathe fate in the 
Theatre, and was applauded by che people, which 
applauſe ſhould give  bim the victory : bur the event | 
of that applauſe denoted not the viRory, butthe ſtir- 

ring up againſt him of Lementulus, Domitine, Libienus, 

and ' others. See our Idea of the Laws. &c. 

So. Darius before the laſt battle with Alexander, 
dreamed he faw a burning army marching through 
Aſia, came even to Bebylos,where he ſaw Alaxander, 
clad in a Perfian robe, entring the Temple andpreſent- 
ly vaniſhing, By which'dream Darixs was perſweded 
that by the flames deſtruction was meant to the Ma- 
| cedonian Army; and that Alexander being clad in 
Perſian habit, ſignified he ſhould be brought under 
the power of them; But the evenc made it appear; 
that by the flames was portended the ſwift and yito- 
rious progreſs of Alexander, and that of fire devour- 
ing all chings; by the habic, the Perſian Empire was 
forefignified ro Alexander. 

So Cambyſes dreaming that his Crown touched the 
heaven., and that he fate in his brother S2i7d:s's 
Royal feat, was to him the ſignification of death. 

So Julins (eſars dreaming he was above the 
Clond, had irs effeR in his death. 

So Xerxes upon the bringing of his army into 
Greece dreamed thathe was crowned with an Olive, 
whoſe branches ſhadowed all the earth, that preſently 
vaniſhing with-che dream. | f 
There are many dreams which are rather th& 
conjeRures of events, then the true fignifications, ſuch 
a: was that of Alexenders dream to Cyrus; for he 
dreaming that he ſaw Satyrs dancing asked the Con- 
jeRor, whence he forerold him the viRory; the con-

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jeRture was taken from the word Satyr, ſeeing from 
{-vs:4 may come thele words,7waeſft Tyrus. 

' Miny dreams are ambiguous, double ſenſed, in cer> 
tain, and doubtful, and may be referred to either part 
of the contradition ; whoſe events are fo tickſiſh, 


that the very Interpreters of dreams in ſuch caſes are 


ſometimes aſleep, whereof we have theſe examples, 
- -Onethat was tro run in the Olympick games, dream- 
edihe was carryed in a chariot witch four horſes; He 
cells the Conjector his dream, who anſwered, Thou 
thalt overcome ; for thatis, ſhewn by the celerity and 
ſtrength of the. horfes; the party relating the fime 
dream'to eAntiphon was anſwered, Thou muſt be 
o'ercome ; ſceſt thou not there are four that run 
before thee ? | 
Another rold a"ConjeRor that he had dreamed he

Ofa many dreams, there are bur a few have their 
true events, (though it muſt be granted they ſome- 
times though ſcldome have) eſpecially in melancholy 
perſons who as they are naturally thoughtful, ſo do.

ons of things. Whence as he that ſhoots allday may 
at laſt bir the mack, ſo they in their dreams may ſome 
rim or other apprehend tru: things, and that the of- 
raer becauſe they dream often, Arift.

Cicer, & alit. 

But thou wilt ſay , ſince dreams are nothing bat 
toyes of a nature that is not quiet when at reſt,to what 
purpoſe is it to deliver any precepts of ſuch things ? 
and if the event be uncertain, what need we ſpend our 
labour in vain therein ? | Fl

ſhop a!ſo, Albertus M1gnrs by name, hath taught the 


grounds of it with admiration. Roger Bacon,and fohane 
nes ds Rupeſciſſa both Franciſcan Friers,bave done the 
ſame; Petrms Cirvellas, a Spaniard of the ſame Order, 
hath publiſhed to the Chriſtian World a Book in Folzo, 
of the Four Principal kinds cf Divination, and all the 
Maximes of |udiciary Aſtrolopy.P. de Alliaco, Cardi- 
nall,& Biſhop of Cambra, hathwritren of che ſame Sub- 
jet : as8lſohath Junitinx;, aPrieſt of Florence, and a 
Dr. of Divinity. And fincewe are fallen upon the /cali- 
ans,have not eAwurelins Angurellan and Panthers, both 
Preilts, the one aYex:tian, the other a Travian, de- 
| livered the trath of the Phyloſophers Stone, the 
one in his Chryſopex,: and rhe other in his Voar- 
chad emia ? Marſilins Ficinus allo, a Prieſt, how full 
of Admirable ſecrets are his writings ? yca what learn- 
ing is there in the World, that he bath not publiſhed to 
open View® Antonius Bernarans Mirandulanns , Bi- 


ſhop -- 
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ſhop of Caſerre, hath after his example , maintained a 
world of things clean contrary to our Religion, in his 
Book De ſingalari certamine. The Cardinal Cajetan 
de Vio hath done the very ſame : and Giovanni Ingeg- 
er1, Biſhop of Cabs d 1ſtria, bath newly buſted him- - 
ſelf in maintaining the Grounds of Phyſiognomy. 
And before all theſe, S1ne/iws, a Chriſtian Biſhopy 
wrote a Book of -the Interpretation of Dreams, com- 
mented on afterwards by Nicephorus Gregoras, a Bi- 
ſhop alſo, or Patriarch , of Conſtantinople. I omit the 
works of Joachimus Abbas; and of Savanarola, a Do- 
minican Frier ; wich Cardnal Bembas his Gls Aſo- 
lam; e/Eneas Sylvius (who was afterward Pope P:us 
T 1.) his Lzcrece; the Book fo full of all Lewdneſs of 
Poggius the Florentine , who was Secretary to the 
Pope. Neither will I mention the 2acaronick Hiftory, 
put forth under the name of Merlin { occa;, but write 
ten by Tbeoph. Folengixs a Benedictine Frier ; nor an in- 
finit. number of other Books , written by Churchmen, 
with which, Kind Reader,if thou eompare this of mine 
thou wilt find, if any blame me, they do it wrongfully. 
And that thou mayeſt be fully acquainted with my 
. purpoſe in this diſcourſe, know , that | enter into this 
Temple no further then the Catbolique & Apoſtolique 
Church permits , and that I have nor publiſhed them, 
at leaſtYſome of the moſt nice and tickliſh, but after 
many Chriſtians of my Profeſſion ; as thou mayſt per- 
ceive by the Sequel.

leatt ſome of them , that in the Temple ar Fer»/alem , 
there was a Golden Vine, with it'sleaves, and clu- 
ſters of grapes, made apainft the walf; as it is defcrib- 
edby Joſephus. [zterioy porta, ſaies he, tots inaurare_ 
erd;, wt dixi, Of circum eam anratns paries deſuper 4u- 
tem habebat aggeos pampinos, und: racer, ſhatar a homi- 
nis, dependebant. I knw very well, chat many ſo un- 
deritand the words of Foſephus, as if this Vine were 
not of ſolid Maffy gold, but only gilded, after the man-' 
ner of Phbrygian work. But the other Foſephus, the Son 
of Gorio:, contradiats this Interprecation of the 
words: for, ſpeaking iS the ſame Hiſtory ( of the De- 
ſtrution of Fer«ſalem) both more clearly , and more 
at large , of this Golden Vine, and. it's bunches of 
Grapes, he lajes: Fecit inſuper Herodes vitens de auro 
mundo, & poſuit inſummitatem colwmnarum, cnjnus pon- 
ans erat mille talentorum aurcornm.

| - German 
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Germany, there was found in the Earth, a certain lit- 
tle Statue of a kind of unrefined Metall, naturally 
made; which repreſented in a round Figure, a man 
having a litele Child at his back: and whoever bath a- 
ny where ſeen the picture of St. Chr:Hopher , may 
| eaſily conceive the ſhape of this. Tt is not long fince 
there was found in the Hercinian Foreſt, a ſtone that 
naturally repreſented the figure of an old man with 
a long beard, and crowned with a Triple Crown, as 
the Pope of Rome is. Obſerve likewiſe that many of 
theſe ſtones, or Gamahes, are called all by the ſame 
name, becauſe they have always che ſame figure. So 
that which repreſents the Eyes of a man, is called 
Lencophthalmos y that which bears the figure of a 
Heart, Excardia: that which hath the ſhape of a 
Tongue repreſented on it, Gloſſoperra : that which is 
figured like the Genitals, Ezorchs : and if jt repre- 
jent as well the ſecret parts of a man, as ofa woman, 
it is then called Diphys, &c.

As for the divers kinds of Figures that we meet 
withal in beaſts, (which we have likewiſe examined in 
the Holy Gzs4e,)) 1 have found nothing more worthy 
our admiration, then what I have been lately inform- 
ed of by Eye witneſſes : namely, that it is not long 
ſince, that in divers parcs of Poztow it rained a cerrain 
kind of little creatures, abour an inch in bigneſs; ſome 
whereof were in the (hape of Biſhops, with a Rocher 
and hood, cloſed up in a ſhell, or skin, ſo admirably 
that one would have thought ir to. have been of bur- 
niſhed gold : others were in a ſhape like Friers, with 
a Frock and Cowl:ſome were of a certgin hurrid ſhape, 
and others Jike I know not what. It 15a great won- 
der, ifthis Relation come awong the Frenchmen, if 
we have not very ſpeedily ſome ſtrange Intcrpretation 
of the Rewelation, ſuch a one as Anaxias Jerancarim, 
and R:yphact Eglinas bave given, (as we ſhall ſhew 
hereafter) of the dark Viſions of Daxiel, by the help of 
certain CharaRcrs found upon two Herrings caken vp 
upon the Coalt of Norw.ty. Bur to paſs by theſe 
foolerics. 
In the firft Book , where T ſpake of divers forts of 
T aliſmans, and prove theit vertue, according to the + 
opinion of the Eaitern parts; vou mult take heed, that 
you mix not all ſorts cf Characters ard figures indiffe- 
rently , with theſe '/ali/n:zans. For though many of 
them bear the figures of the living creatures deſcribed 
in the Heavens, whiclr we oſually call Conſtellations, 
they are not therefore preſently to paſs for true 7:li/- 
”mazxs ; bur either ſome kind of money, as that of the 
Duke of Braunſwicky whereon were engraven all the 
Ceieſtial Signs; and that of Awgu/tus Ceſar,on Rn 
| c 
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he cauſed the Sign of Copricors to be figured, for no 
other reaſon, but only in memory that he was -born 
under that Sign. Orelſe theſe Figures are onely ſoma 
Myſtical Emblems under which the Ancients couched 
ſome certain Philoſophical Secret, Such was Neftors 
filver goblet in Homer whereon the Plciades were in- 
Sraven. | 

Whoever therefore knows not the myſtical meaning 
of this Goblet, would, without doubt, ſeeing the Pleia- 
des engraven on it, be apt to concelve, that it was made 
under ſome certain Conſtellation as T ali/maxs are, 
whereas there is nothing elſe in ic but a philoſophical 
ſenſe thus darkly delivered by Homer. 

The Poet Anacreon whoconſulted with Bacchns as 
ofcen as with his Muſe, makes himſelf merry with this 
Goblet of Neſtor, and entreats Yulcex to make him one 
without ſuch a deal of philoſophy, enough to make one 
crack his brains: For what have Lto do, quoth he, 
with the Pleiades, or bright ſhining Bootes * Make me 
therefore, good Yalcen, neither arms nor weapons , 
but make me a Bowl, as deep a one as thou canſt, and 
engrave thereon no Stars, neither Charles his YVain, 
nor the ſad Ori97, but carve me outa Vine, with its 
ſwelling Grapes, and, {#pid, Bacchus, and Bathillus, 
preſſing them together. | Þ; 

I doubt whether or no many of thoſe precious 
ſtones that we ſce in ancient Rings, which are com- 
monly taken for Tal:/maxs, ( ſuch as was that of 
our Countryman Bagarrs, whereof I make men- 
tion :) on which we find Cupid, Bacchns , Vines, 
bunches of Grapes , and Vine branches engrayen , 
were not rather the effes of ſome pallant humor 
of ſome Philoſophers who defired to weat on their fin- 
gers the Emblemes of Wine, rather then any other 
figures. | In 
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In the ſame Hook where 1 ſpeak of the power of Re. 
| ſemblance, I know not how,the word France hath ſlipe 
in io ſtead of Italy. For it is in /taly chiefly where the 
Leprofie is ſo frequent, by reaſon of the great quantity 
of Hogs fleſh that is eaten there more then in any 0. 
ther Kingdome: and the reaſon that in Fravce we ſee 
ſome infeted with this diſeaſe, is, becauſe that here, 
next to the /relians, they eat more hops fleſh then any 
where elſe. Neither do I fay this, but according tothe 
opinion of Phy fitians, without the leaſt purpoſe of of- 
fending any; either Strangers, or thoſe of my own 
Nation. Ina word, Courtcous Reader, I ſhall deſire

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Monad of the Paſſive and Atiive Principle in the Creation 
of this Microcoſm. 
There are many worlds, as] ſhall demonſtrate by the 
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you how God orders a real material Earth , when once ; 
It is made, to make it pleaſant and delightfn] for » 
both man and beaſt : for the Stars and Planets belong to 
number ; and asa primary Planet in reſpeC of its refle- 
Con of Light is rightly called a Planet , fo in reſpe& of 
its habitableneſs it is rightly termed an Earth. Theſe 
Earths therefore God orders in ſuch ſort , thatthey nei- 
ther want water tolie upon them , nor be covered over 
with water, though they be environed round about with | 

the fluid Air. | 

That vaſt and 1nmenſe Echerial Matter , which is call» 'þ 
ed the Fluid Heaven or Etherial moiſture , with infinite 
numbers of ſundry ſorts of Lights, which Gods Wiſdome 
and Power,by union of fit and ative Principles drawn of 
the World of Life, made of this Echerial Matcer, whoſe 
uſefulneſs is plain in Nature , that they are far Progno» 
ſtick ſignes and ſeaſons, and days and years. 

God made the Planets partly Land, and partly Sea, 
Rivers and Springs, whoſe convenience is obvious for e- 
very man to Conceive. 

And God placed all theſe forts of Lights in the thin 
and liquid Heaven or Etherial Region, that they might 
refle& their rays one upon another, and ſhine upon the 
Inhabitants of the zzvelve Earths. 

And that their bounty and reſplendency might be 
conſpicuous to the beholders of them, whether by day 
or by night,which is mainly to be underſtood of the Suns 
chat ſupply alſo the place of Stars at a far diſtance, bue 
waoſe chief office is to make viciflicude of day and night, 
and the Univerſal darkEther. 

God Created man, as you have heard, of a _— 
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Red Clay; purified by a ſupernatural Agent; tin&ured 
alſo with the Ftheral firſt moiſture, and in Gods own - 
Ithage; he confifting ofan Intelle&ual Soul, and a Ter. 
reſtrial Body aftuared thereby : Wherefore mankind 
became Male and Female, as other Terreſtrial Animals 

gre. | | 
Now Plants and Animals were. the Generations 
effefts and produftions of Earth 3 the ſeminal forms 
and fouls of Animals inſinuating themſelves into c he 
prepared mitter thereof: And Szns, Planets or Earths, 
. were the Gererations or Produftions of the Heavens, 
es you may (ee in this Temple: There 1s a God that 
Reigns and Rules the VVorld, and Created all the Inh a- 
bitants of the Earth; that he is moſt Potent, Wiſe and 
Provident; that he is a Rewarder, Revenger : That 
| his Son ſuffered upon the Croſs for tis, and that he fufe 
fered not in the fleſh for them as he did for us: How he 
ſuffered for the Revolted Angels in their Region, you 
may finde in the Temple; That he 1s to be adored in 
three Perſons, and in one Power, and thata God. 

And there went up a moiſt vapour from the Earths, 

which being matur*dand concofted by the Angel of the 
VVorld, which is very ative in the Heavens or Air, be- 
came a pretious Balmy Liquor, and fit Vehicle of life 
which deſcending down in ſome-ſort like dewy ſhowres 
upon the Earth, moiſtned their habications 3 ſo that the 
warmth of the S#ns gently playing and cooling accors 
ding to Nature, upon the ſurfaces thereof, prepared 
matter variouſly for ſundry forts of Inhabicants, not 
onely In the Etberial Region, but inthe ſeveral Earths: 
andlaſtly in this, not onely of ſeminal forms of Planets, 
bur ſouls of 4nimals, alſo. 

And man himſelf roſe out of the Earth after this 
manner ; the Red Earthwith Etberial meiſturc , being 


rightly prepared and attempered by theſe un&uous 
| ſhowres 
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ſhowers and valmy droppings of tbe fluid Heaven ; For 
God had ſo contrived by his infinite Wifdome , thar 
watter thus or thus prepared, ſhould by a vital cons 
oruity attraft proportional forms from the World of 
Lifez which is every where nigh at hand, and does ves 
ry throughly Iincquitace the moiſt and unuous Air. 
Wherefore after this manner was the Azreal or Etherial 
Man called Adam, conveyed into an Earthly body, 
having his moſt conſpicuous relidence in the head of 
brains And thus the man Adam became the ſdzl of a 
Terreſtrial living Creature, as you may read in the 
Preface. | 
For Adam was firſt wholly Etberial, and placed in 
Paradiſe, that is, in an happy place and joyful condition 
of the Spirit : For he was p!aced under the invigorating 
beams ofthe Ditize InteLecf, and the Syn of righreouſs 
neſs then hone fairly upon him. Read The Harmony of 
the World. = 
And his ſ-31 was now again the ground which God 
bath blelt , and fo broughe forth every pleaſant Tree, 
and every pleafant Plant of her heavenly Fathers own 
Planting : tor the holy ,Ancel of Life had enriched the 
/ozl, that it broughe forth all n.anner of pleaſantand 
profitable Fruits. And the Tree of Life was in the 
m:idit of this Garden of mans ſoul, viz. the Effential 
Will of Ged, which is che true Root of Regeneration; 
but to ſo higha Pitch Adam as yet had not reach un=- 
©: and the Fruit of this Tree in this Erherial ftate of 
the Soul, had been immortality , or Life everlaſting. 
And the Tree of the Knowledge of good and cvil was 
there alſo, viz. bis own will. And thus were the wicks 
ed Angels. | 
Some men will admire me, others will prattle and 
condemn me: bur neither I nor my Genius, or any 
inſpired Chriſtian, will anſwer their perhaps fruitleſs 
Qoo queſtioas, 
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queſtions. If they ask where this Temple is, and which 
way I made it,or how | aſcended toit; | have told them 
in the Preface to my Holy Guide ; and the Lord Veru- 
lam is my authority.

and parted from all his diſtempered drofles and

Owcan the prodigious Aſtrologer makethe con« 
tenplation of ſecond cauſes to derogate from the 
authority of the firſt ? To diſcover then the errour and 
zonorance of this O pinion, and the miſunderſtanding in 
che grounds thereof, any man may (ee that theſe men 
do not obſerve and conſider, that it was not that pure 
and primitive knowledge of Nature, or that pre- 
exiſtant Genius , by the light whereof man did give 
names to other Creatures in Paracliſe , as they were 
Woo 3 brought 
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broughe before him; according to their properties, 
which gave the cccaſton to fall ; but it was that proud 
knowledge of good andevil, with an intent to ſhake off 

God, and to givelaw unto himſelf. 
God hath made all things beautiful and decent in 
the true return of their Staſons; ailo he hath laced 
the world 11 mans biart, yet cannot man finde ot the 
works which God workerh, from che beginning unto the 
end: by which words he declared nut obtcurely,that G:d 
hath framed the 17:inde of Man, as a blirronr or Glaſs ca- 
pable ofthe /mage of the Univerſal World; and as ;Oyju 
to receive the impreſſions thereot , as the pure Patt of 
man to paſs to the Sandum Santforum 1m the Terpie,or 
8 the eye joyeth to receive light ; and not onely deijyh- 
ted in the beholding the variery of the things, aud the 
vicitſitudes of times, but raiſed a'!fo to find out and to Gdi- 
(cera the inviolable laws,and the infaſlible decrees of Na- 
ture. And although ] ſeem to Injinuate thar the f11pieme 
or ſuTmary law of Nature , which 1s called the work 
which God worketh from the beginning tothe end,is net 
poſſible ro be found out by max; yet that doth n t de- 
rogate from the capacity ot the nine, but may be re- 
ferred to wans Nortality, the 1 Corrmdion of ia- 
bours depraved, and unfaithful cradition of knowledge 
over from hand tohand, and wany other inconveii- 
ences wherewith the condition of man clogged with 
theſe needleſs members is enſnared and involved. The 
Spirit of man is as the ITairp of Gid4 , wherewith he 
ſearcheth the very inwards of all ſecrets : Now this is 
com1.0n toallmen, but not the capacity but if che 
body be mended, the E:berial Sfirit is exalted within 
the capacity and receipt of the t.inde of man, and inthe 
mquiry and invention there is nodanges at all from the 
roportion or quant ty of Knowledge how large foever, 
Ritſhould make it (well or out-compaſs'it felf; on 
-- : meer!y 
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meerly i the quality, which being in quantity more or 
leſs, if ic be taken without the correftive thereof, hath 
init ſome nature of Malignity or venome full of flatuous 
Symptoms; the mixture whereof tempers Knowledge, 
and makes ir ſo Soveraig1 as Charity which buiids up 
the Mind,and enemy to Pride and Conceiceanels: if you 
could ſpeak wich the Tongue of en and , Angels, and 
had nos Charity, you cculd never attain to that per- 
fetion inour Temple, and temper of inſpired Chriſti- 
215: neither could your Angel-Gnardian ever ſpeak to 
you, but inſtead of direfing you would deſtroy you. Is 
it not an excellent thing to fpeak with the Tongue of 
M-n and Angels, aad converſe with Anacls or Celeſtial 
Intelirences ? withoue Charity you cannot ; and it 
muſt be referred to che publick good of mankinde; o- 
therwiſe it rather exhibites a vain and empty glory,then 
any ſubſtantial and (ol1d fruit. : 

As for the conceit of thoſe who are of opinion that 
coo much knowledge ſhould incline the minde to A- 
theiſn, and that the ignorance of the ſecond cauſes 
ſhould be as it were Midwile to our Piery toward the 
hrſt : To my knowledge the prodigious Nativity- Mer» 
chant, that undoes his cuſtomers, 1s not gmlry of any of 
the k1owledae I ſpake of in The '[ cmple of WWi'dme. 

The authority of this Tempie forbids us to have fo» 
ciety with theſe impoſtyres. 1 will charge them in the 

Language of Fob, 1'Fill you lic fir God, as 028 man doth' 
for another to gratifie him? For certain ic is faid in The 
Temple of Wiſdome, that God works nothing 11 Nature 
according to the ordinary courſe, but by ſecond cauſes : 
and if they would have it ocherwife believed, we pro- 
nounce it meer impolture under colour of piety to 
God, and nothing elſe but to offer unto the-Author of 
Truth: the unclean facrifice of alie. But further.ic is an 

aſl.ced ccuth, and a conclution of expecieacs, that alice

cline the minde to Atheiſm ; but a full dranghe there-. 
of brought the minde back to Religion : for in the en« 
trance of Ph:loſophy, when the ſecond cauſes, which are 
next unto the ſenſes, do offer themſelves to the minde 
of man, and the minde it ſelf cleaves unto them and 
dwells there; an oblivion of the higheſt cauſe may creep 
in : but when a man paſſeth on further, and beholds 
the dependency,continuation and confederacy of canfes, 
and the work of providence, then. he will eaſily believe 
the higheſt Rep of Nature aſcends to the ſtair of a Su- 
pernatural God, And thus by Aſtromancy and Geo»

Fhere are many and great precellencies of the Soul 
of man, above the Sox! »f” Beaſts, evident to thoſe who 
Phitoſophize even according to ſenſe: And whereſoe- 
ver the concurrent charafter of ſuch great excellencies 
Xre fonnd, there ſhould ever upon good reaſon be made 
« ſpecifique difference; wheretore' I do not altogether 
fo well allow the Philoſophers Promiſcuous and confuſe 
diſcourſes touching the funftions of the Sox!, -as if the 
Sox] of Man was differenced gradually , 9” 
Tos pect- 
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ſpecifiquely from the Sou! of Beaſts, no ether- 
wiſe then the Sx among the Stars, or Gold among Mes

There remains, ſays ſome body to me, a queſtion 
co be anſwered, whether all Sazzls are equal at their firſt 
infaſion. Ianſwer, Nothing comes im:nediately from 
God, bur is pure, perfe& and uncorrupe : Andif ic-be 
of that Sowl purely, which at the {ame inſtant 15 both 
revived and infuſed; then no quettion but they are 
alike : but becauſe the ſenſitive part in man bears a 
oreat ſway, it many times falls ot, that by the deficien- 
cy of the Original parts, the Souls 1s eclipſed and im- 
priſoned ſo, as it cannot appear in the vigour it would 
thew, if the bodies compolition were fo perfe&t, make 
it ſo fine, pure and open. Now a perfect Soul in at 
imperfet body 1s lize a bright Taper ina dark, Lane 
thorne, the fault is not in the lighe, but jn che caſe ; 
which currains it with ſo dull an eutfide, as it will noc 
let the (thine be cranſparent. I havz had men come ra 
me againſt my deſires, for I affe& not acquaintance 
yet they were both able and ingenious, who after a lir- 
tle hurt received 1n a vital part, did grow almoſt infen- 


fible, when the vital paſſages of the ſenſitive and vege- 


tiveare imperfect, though they extinguiſh not the inte 
leua], becauſe a thing mortal cannot deltcoy a thing 
immortal; yet their defe& keeps it ſounder, as1t aps 
pearethnot to the outward ayprehenfion. Not that 
man hath three diſtin& Souls; for the intelle&ual 1 
man containeth the other two : and what are different 
in Plants,Beaſts and man, are in man one and Co-monad 
together, otherwiſe he were a plant and (everally a brute 
and rational; but as the ſolid Chriſta/ine Heavenand firlt 
mover contains the Etherial Regionand Fluid Heaven ; 
and the Etherial Region and fine Flnid Heaven, contains 
* the Region of the Fire and Air, and the Region of the 
Fire 
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Fire and Air Globes of the Earths and Waters, yet all 
makes but one World: So the Intelleual contains the 
ſenſitive, and the ſenſitive the vegetative; yer all in 
man make but one Soxl; but the ditferences of men 
may all be referred to ewo cauſes ; either inward or 
outward : inward are defe&s in nature and generati« | 
on either when the Ative part the ſeed is not perfe&, 


their ſufficiency, are too abundant or corrupted : And 
when man is of himſelf from the Womb, the maligni- 
ty of lome humour may interpoſe the true operation of 
the Internal Etherial firſt mozſture, Let us now come 
to the Species or inſpired Eſſence. The ſuſtance of the 
reaſonable Soul comprehends theſe inquiries , touching 
the Naturethereof, as whether ic be Native or Advene 
t3ve, Separable or Inſeparable, Mortal or Immortal : how 
ic is tyed to the Laws of matter ; how far not, &c. This 
I have in The Harmony of the World bound over at laſt 
unto Religion, there to be determined and defined a- 
monegſt other myſteries; for otherwiſe they ſtill lie open 
to many errours and illuſions of ſenſe : For ſeeing that 
the ſubſtance ofthe Soul was not deduced and extraed 
in her Creation from the Maſs of Heaven and Earth, but 
preſerved by God, when the Angels fell to be a Chaos, 
and immediately revived and inſpired from God; and ſee- 
ing the Laws of Heaven and Earth are the proper ſub- 
jets of Philoſopby : How can the knowledge of the (ub- 
ſtance of the reaſonable Soxl be divined or fetcht from 
Philoſapby ? but it muſt be drawn from the ſame inſpi- 

ration fron whence the ſubſtance thereof firſt lowed, as 

you may read in The Harmony of tbe World, 


or when the nutrinental and paſſive powers fail of # 
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That you are with confidence to attend and obey your 
Genius his commands, natural and unprejudiced 
aiates ; the ſame notions and truths are at leaſt 
naturally and unauoydably aſſented unto by the 
Soul, whether ſhe have of her ſelf a3ual knowledge 
tn her or not : and that the definition of an Imma-

Ere are the faculties of the Sox, that are well 
known to beUnderltanding, Reaſin, Imagination, 
Memory, Appetite, IWil!, Jn the knowledge concerning 
the Soul, the Original of theſe facx!tics ought to be 
handled, and that Pbyſ.cally, as they are Connatural with 
the Soul, and adhereto it; onely their uſes and obje&s 
are deſigned to other As, but the falculties of the Soul 
have ewo appendences, which as they have been by Plato 
and Paracelſus , and others handled , have rather pres 
ſented us with firoak, then any Lucid flames of truth ; 
one of thele 1s the knowledge.of natural Divination, 
the other of Faſcination : Bur firſt, I ſhall tell you che 
nature of the Scx! of mav, and then finiſh thoſe more 
obvious faculties, that 1 ſpeak of iz: the Soul of Man, 
thatnaturally tend to the diſcovery of the exiſtence of 8 
God. I muſt conſider the eflence of the Soxl her (elf, 
what it is, whether a meer Modification of the body, or 
an Immaterial being diſtin therefrom : and then 
whether Corporeal, or incorporeal, as we faid in The 
Harmony of the World.

Ing any diftin& notes and places for the ſeveral Species 
of things there preſented. But if you will fay there is in 
every part of the Brain this power of Animadrerſion 
and Fancy, you are to remenber that the . Brain is in
